Milk Dems Rally Against 
‘Frankenstein’ Buchanan FDA

A small but determined crowd of 
mostly gay and lesbian rights 
supporters appealed for toler¬ 
ance at a noontime rally held 
outside the Republican Party head¬ 
quarters Friday, February 23. 

The rally focused on the announce¬ 
ment by Republican presidential con¬ 
tender Pat Buchanan, shortly after he 
won the New Hampshire primary, that 
he would not allow openly gay, les¬ 
bian, or bisexuals to work for the gov¬ 
ernment under his presidency. Milk 
club president Jeff Sheehy told a news 
radio reporter, “I think those are really 
bizarre definitions, open or not open. 
Why can’t people just exist?” 

Supervisor Tom Ammiano gave a 
short, impassioned speech to the group 
of around 30 people, saying the offi¬ 
cial rhetoric denouncing affirmative 
action and gay rights endorsed by the 
Republican Party for more than a 
decade is to blame. 

“Now that they’ve created this 
Frankenstein,” he said, “they’re saying 
they don’t agree with him. ... They 
have to take responsibility for giving

Center’s annual Lesbian and Bisexual 
Women Active in Community Empower¬ 
ment (LACE) Awards. Ocamb was one of 
six women nominated during Women’s 
Night XIII. 

Besides writing for the B.A.R., Qcamb 
contributes to OUT Magazine, POZ, The 
Advocate, Genre, Lesbian News , and oth¬ 
ers. She has continued to do reporting and 
producing work in front and behind the 
camera on several L.A. cable shows. 

Ocamb told the B.A.R. that she turned 


away from a successful TV producing ca¬ 
reer in favor of one in the considerably 
lower paying gay press at around age 34. 
Her rationale at the time was, “If I didn’t 
stop and experiment with what I thought 
were my dreams at the time, then I’d never 
do it, and I didn’t want to live with any re¬ 
gret.” 

Last year, Ocamb received a GLAAD- 
San Diego award for Outstanding Journal¬ 
ist, as well as the 1995 Human Relations

Denies 
Reality 
to Gays

A lthough condoms will remain 
the best line of defense 
against AIDS for many years 
to come, manufacturing ad¬ 
vances haven’t kept up with the bur¬ 
geoning market. Only the packaging 
has changed in nearly a century, and 
virtually all the products themselves 
are still latex balloons with all the lim¬ 
itations of rubber-based products. 

Among other problems, latex con¬ 
doms melt within seconds if rubbed 
with Vaseline or other oil-based lubri¬ 
cants. Friction causes them to tear 
fairly easily. They can bind, make 
erections difficult, and cause perfor¬ 
mance anxiety in many men. They can 
fall off. Putting them on interrupts 
foreplay. They reduce sensation. 
Latex allergies are becoming increas¬ 
ingly common. Latex smells and 
tastes bad. 

Perhaps the invention of an odor¬ 
less and tasteless device that wouldn’t 
bind the penis, interrupt foreplay, or 
fall apart in oil-based lubricants could 
cut the HIV transmission rate. 

The surprising thing is it already 
exists. 

And the FDA doesn’t want you to 
know about it. 

The invention, which was tested on 
Chicago gay male couples in a 1990 
trial, is a wide tube of extremely thin 
plastic, about three times as big as a 
conventional condom, with a flexible

Gay Merced Man 
Sues WalMart

A 22-year-old Merced, California 
WalMart department manager who 
went through two years of supervi¬ 
sors’ harassment and anti-gay job 
discrimination filed a federal civil rights 
sexual orientation lawsuit against the 
Arkansas-based mega-retailer Monday, 
February 19 in U.S. District Court. 

Jose Nuno, Jr. filed the suit after he 
failed to receive promotions at the Merced 
store, and was subjected to anti-gay com¬ 
ments and harassment by several supervi¬ 
sors, including one who was later fired for 
sexually harassing subordinates on the job. 

A native of the area who attended 
Merced High School, and a languages major 
who still attends Merced College, Nuno was 
hired to manage the paint and hardware de¬ 
partment at the local WalMart store in 1994,

ACT UP/SF vs. GOP Bout 
Held As Judge Exits

San Francisco Municipal Court 
Judge Julie Tang recused herself 
Monday, February 26 from presid¬ 
ing at the misdemeanor vandalism 
trial of ACT UP/SF member Dave 
Pasquarelli - because she knew, 
had sought the election endorse¬ 
ment of, and vacationed with gay 
Republican Chris Bowman, a 
prosecution witness in the case. 

The charges stem from a July 
1995 incident when more than a 
dozen activists stormed the Van 
Ness Avenue headquarters of the 
San Francisco Republican Party, 
plastered the walls and office equip¬ 
ment with stickers and oil-based red 
handprints, and hung effigies of Re¬ 
publican officials, including Gover¬ 
nor Pete Wilson and Senator Jesse 
Helms, from the fire escape. 

The trial was rescheduled, to 
Monday, March 18 in Department 
16 of San Francisco Municipal 
Court. 

The same day Tang withdrew, 
members of the controversial 
chapter of AIDS activists disrupt¬ 
ed the Board of Supervisors’ 
weekly meeting and served sub¬ 
poenas ordering them to testify as 
witnesses in the trial. 

The subpoenas were never per¬ 
sonally handed to the supervisors, 
but dropped at the dais that sepa¬ 
rates the public from the members 
of the board. 

Members of the group also

stormed into the Health Depart¬ 
ment and served subpoenas to 
Health Department Director San¬ 
dra Hernandez and AIDS Office 
Director Mitch Katz. 

“I don’t know why I was served 
or that I was served properly,” said 
Supervisor Susan Leal. “I’m prob¬ 
ably not an expert. I know a lot but 
I don’t know that I’m an expert. I 
know a lot because I like to know 
what’s happening with my con¬ 
stituents and because of my own 
personal losses.” 


ACT UP attorney Mark Ver- 
meulen told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter he is negotiating with the 
City Attorney’s office over the va¬ 
lidity of subpoenas ordering the 
city officials to appear. The sub¬ 
poenas could be quashed because 
those served are public officials 
and were not percipient witnesses 
at last July’s action. 

Greater Harm 

Four activists were initially ar¬ 
rested in the incident and charged 
with felony counts of burglary, 
vandalism, and conspiracy, but the 
charges were later reduced, and 
eventually all but one count of 
vandalism against Pasquarelli 
were dismissed. 

Pasquarelli will try to mount a 
necessity defense, according to 
Vermeulen, who is confident that 
he will prevail in convincing 
Judge Charlene Mitchell Padovani 
to allow the legal strategy. 

Pasquarelli maintains that he 
acted with a “reasonable belief’ 
that the unlawful action would 
avert a greater harm - including 
cuts in federal AIDS programs 
such as the Ryan White Care Act, 
which brings more than $40 mil¬ 
lion a year to San Francisco in 
AIDS funds. 

Activists will also attempt to 
hand-deliver subpoenas to Wilson, 
Helms, and California Attorney 
General Dan Lungren to force the 
politicians to testify at the trial. T

Everybody’s Lining Up 
For Same-Sex Marriage

Approximately 1,600 letters 
were collected last weekend in the 
Castro, protesting the passage of 
California’s anti-gay marriage bill 
AB1982, a legislative advocate 
with the LIFE Lobby told the 
B.A.R. 

The letters marked a signifi¬ 
cant improvement from the near¬ 
zero response that legislators re¬ 
ported getting from lesbians, gays, 
and supporters of the community 
before AB1982 passed the Assem¬ 
bly last month, said LIFE Lobby 
advocate Ellen B. McCormick. 

She said that from visits 
through the capitol halls of Sacra¬ 
mento last week, “I get the sense 


that it’s going very well. Every of¬ 
fice that we visited made it very " 
clear that they have gotten mostly 
opposition to the bill, which is 
good.” 

But, she warned, the March 26 
California Primary will most like¬ 
ly draw out Pat Buchanan, who 
would no doubt use the issue in “a 
three-ring circus that we have not 
seen in a long time. He would mo¬ 
bilize the radical right like we 
can’t even imagine.” 

The Senate version of the bill 
will be voted on in the Judiciary 
Committee in late March or early 
April. Senators Jack O’Connell 
from Orange County and Nicholas 
Petris from Berkeley still seem to 
be siding with religious right 


forces, according to McCormick. 

McCormick said the Freedom 
To Marry Task Force will set up a 
table to collect more letters at 18th 
and Castro this Friday and Satur¬ 
day, March 1 and 2. ▼

Catholic Charities Advocates 
Gay Rights in Public Policy

Catholic Charities of the East 
Bay released its new public policy 
agenda at a February 9 breakfast, 
in which it called for advocacy for 
the civil rights of gays and les¬ 
bians in the church and society. 

The public policy agenda out¬ 
lines the agency’s plan to effect 
social change through its work in 
several areas, including housing 
and homelessness; immigration; 
poverty and welfare reform; fami¬ 
ly support; healthcare reform; 
human rights; violence and con¬ 
flict resolution; and with youth 
and the elderly. 

Catholic Charities lists several 


actions in order to meet the objec¬ 
tive of advocating for the civil 
rights of gays and lesbians, under 
the heading of human rights. They 
include working in conjunction 
with other community groups on is¬ 
sues of civil rights affecting the gay 
and lesbian community; encourag¬ 
ing the education of church leaders 
and parishioners about the civil 
rights and needs of the gay and les¬ 
bian community and families of 
gays and lesbians; and encouraging 
a non-discrimination policy for all 
diocesan agencies and programs. 

Catholic Charities of the East 
Bay is the largest provider of so¬ 
cial service programs in Alameda 
and Contra Costa counties, ac¬ 


cording to a news release. Agency 
staff members work with volun¬ 
teers to administer programs in 
counseling; employment, training 
and education; community and 
parish social ministry; and hous¬ 
ing and emergency services. 

Catholic Charities works in 
partnership with East Bay parish¬ 
es and other community- based 
agencies. ▼

East Bay AIDS activist John 
Iversen was among 59 honorees 
selected as a “Community Hero” 
by the United Way of the Bay 
Area to help carry the official 
Olympic Torch to the Summer 
Olympics in Atlanta, Georgia. 

In the beginning of May, each 
person selected will be honored by 
carrying the torch for a half-mile 
along the 15,000-mile path. The 
flame will depart from Los Ange¬ 
les on April 27 and travel through 
42 states to arrive in time for the 
July 19 opening ceremony of the 
1996 Summer Olympics. 

Gay San Francisco resident 
James Hormel was also selected, 
but had to decline the request, ac¬ 
cording to his Office Manager 
Marcus Guerrero. Former com¬ 
mitments prevented Hormel from 
attending the February 15 recep¬ 
tion for the Community Heroes 
and a number of former 
Olympians, Guerrero told the Bay 
Area Reporter. In addition, 
Hormel has just completed oral 
surgery, he said. 

Iversen told the B.A.R. that he 
was nominated by Alameda Coun¬ 
ty Housing and Community De¬ 
velopment Specialist Katharine 
Gale. 

Approximately 1,000 people 
were nominated, according to 
Iversen. “I feel honored because 
some of the people are really in¬ 
credible, including people who 
risked their lives on the Cypress 
Freeway, and ADAPT members, 
which is the persons with disabili¬ 
ties version of ACT UP.” 

He added, “As far as I can tell, 
Jim [Hormel] and I were the only 
queers they chose. 

“I hope by choosing a queer - 
and I call myself queer because 
I’m bisexual - that the United 
Way is sending the U.S. Olympic 
Committee a small message that 
queers contribute as much to the

general community as anyone 
else, even though we’re besieged 
by a plague.” 

Iversen has been the driving 
force behind ACT UP/East Bay on 
a number of issues, including 
AIDS housing and needle ex¬ 
change. He said the public expo¬ 
sure available when carrying the 
Olympic torch will be another op¬ 
portunity to be an activist. “I hope 
to raise AIDS awareness, especial¬ 
ly regarding medical care,” he told 
the B.A.R. ▼ 


Conant Gets 
National Award

San Francisco physician Mar¬ 
cus Conant M.D. was honored 
with the Practitioner of the Year 
Award by the American Academy 
of Dermatology February 10 in 
Washington. 

The award has been given by 
the academy annually since 1976, 
to recognize outstanding clinical 
service by an American practition¬ 
er. Awardees are selected based 
upon their accomplishments in re¬ 
search, teaching, publications, 
participation in professional soci¬ 
eties, and clinical careers. 

Conant, by now a world-recog¬ 
nized expert in HIV treatments, 
first became aware of AIDS 
through its early manifestation as 
an outbreak of Kaposi’s Sarcoma 
among San Francisco gay men. 
Since then he has been instrumen¬ 
tal in founding the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation and the Ka¬ 
posi’s Sarcoma Clinic at the Uni¬ 
versity of Washington, and has 
held several important positions, 
including medical director of the 


national Public Health Project 
Against AIDS from 1987-1990; 
president of the board of directors 
of the National AIDS/KS Founda¬ 
tion from 1982-1984; and co-chair 
of the California AIDS Leadership 
Committee from 1988-1982. 

Foundation President Howard 
V. Dubin praised the award recip¬ 
ient, saying, “Marc Conant’s in¬ 
volvement with AIDS research 
and patient care dates back to the 
early 1980s and reflects the com¬ 
mitment of a scientist and practi¬ 
tioner to enormous medical and 
social issues. 

“He has combined outstanding 
patient care with research, public 
advocacy, education, and leader¬ 
ship within the specialty. Few 
physicians have come forward on 
issues like AIDS and Kaposi’s 
Sarcoma the way Marc has, and 
the Practitioner of the Year award 
honors the extraordinary degree of 
his commitment.” 

Conant’s practice in San Fran¬ 
cisco, the Conant Medical Group, 
serves more than 4,000 HIV-posi¬ 
tive clients.

New Program 
Is Working

The Pacific Center for Human 
Growth, the East Bay’s largest 
provider of low-cost mental health 
services and peer support groups 
to the gay, lesbian, bisexual, and 
transgender community, will 
begin a collaboration with a gay 
and lesbian-oriented employment 
service. According to Robert 
Fuentes, executive director of Pa¬ 
cific Center, the partnership will 
benefit both Pacific Center and its 
clients who want a job or who 
want a better job. 

Starting April 1, Careerstreet 
Resources owner David P. New¬ 
man told the B.A.R., he will hold 
career development workshops at 
the Pacific Center, located at 2712 
Telegraph Avenue in Berkeley. 

The weekly workshops will in¬ 
clude information on confronting 
corporate homophobia, fine-tun¬ 
ing resumes, how to conduct a job 
search, and other important issues 
for jobseekers. 


Fuentes commented that while 
the career development seminars 
represent an expansion beyond 
Pacific Center’s role in providing 
counseling and peer support 
groups, they are also grounded in 
the center’s history. “It seems like 
a departure,” he said, “but it’s ac¬ 
tually in our original mission 
statement to provide career oppor¬ 
tunities counseling.” 

Newman said that he contact¬ 
ed Fuentes two weeks ago at a 
seminar in the East Bay, and they 
were able to work out an arrange¬ 
ment that would benefit both 
sides: half the cost of the seminars 
at the Pacific Center will go back 
to the organization. ▼ 

The cost of the seminar is 
$49, half of which is tax-de¬ 
ductible.

Alameda Changes 
Gay Position

On Tuesday, February 20 the 
Alameda City Council unani¬ 
mously accepted a report on last 
fall’s “Gay/Lesbian: Fact Not Fan¬ 
tasy” forum that signaled an ap¬ 
parent change in its attitude. Now 
members of Out On The Island, 
Alameda’s gay and lesbian politi¬ 
cal organization, are gearing up 
for yet another attempt to get a 
gay pride proclamation passed 
later this year. 

The council heard from Lois 
Workman, president of the city’s 
Social Services Human Relations 
Board, which sponsored the 
gay/lesbian forum last October to 
publicly discuss facts on sexual 
orientation. The SSHRB-selected 
panel included academics, med¬ 
ical doctors, attorneys, and social 
workers. 

At the time the forum was held, 
city leaders described it as being 


divisive in the East Bay city. 

However, after Workman’s 
presentation last Tuesday, the 
council accepted the report and 
asked City Manager Bill Norton to 
look into recommendations it con¬ 
tained. 

Among the SSHRB’s recom¬ 
mendations is that the city use a 
taped broadcast of the forum to 
train city staff. Workman also 
urged the city to provide finan¬ 
cial support to a local counseling 
center. 

‘Dignified, Sensitive, 
and Respectful’ 

Also at the meeting, Coun- 
cilmember A1 DeWitt publicly 
changed his position on sexual 
orientation. 

“A1 DeWitt said he no longer 
feels as he did last June,” Out On 
The Island spokeswoman Chris¬ 
tine Allen told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. She added that DeWitt said 
he has “changed his position” on 
whether being gay was a personal 
choice. 

She also said that DeWitt was 
“very dignified, sensitive, and re¬ 
spectful” when he spoke during 
the meeting’s open forum session. 

Last June, when members of 
the rapidly formed Out On The Is¬ 
land addressed the council, De¬ 
Witt was one of several who spoke 


out against the city adopting a gay 
pride resolution. 

DeWitt did state at the time 
that discrimination against homo¬ 
sexuals should not be tolerated in 
Alameda and that gays should 
“come out without fear of discrim¬ 
ination or hatred,” but neverthe¬ 
less said he could not support the 
resolution. Although he said noth¬ 
ing last week about how he would 
vote on a similar resolution if it 
comes before the council this year, 
his shift in position is seen as a 
major step forward for Alameda 
gay people. 

Allen said she and others in the 
group are very happy with the 
city’s response to Workman’s re¬ 
port. She told the B.A.R. that 
things like providing a community 
forum allow people in the commu¬ 
nity to become more educated, 
and information provided at the 
forum can lead to a change in peo¬ 
ple’s attitudes. 

Since Out On The Island was 
formed last year, the group has 
taken an active and visible role in 
local events. Mayor Ralph Appez- 
zato has stated that he would be 
favorably inclined towards a gay 
pride proclamation, if it comes be¬ 
fore the council later this year - 
specifically because of the many 
contributions Out On The Island 
has made to the community. ▼

Carpenters’ Union Sued for Firing Transsexual

The San Francisco City Attor¬ 
ney’s office will go to Superior 
Court to seek a subpoena on be¬ 
half of transsexual former union 
organizer Roxanne Bourbonaiss, 
who has filed a discrimination 
complaint with the Human Rights 
Commission against the Bay 
Counties District Council of Car¬ 
penters. 

But, according to a union 
lawyer, the agency has no jurisdic¬ 
tion or case to investigate. 

That’s because the union never 
employed Roxanne Bourbonaiss, 
Oakland attorney Michael Roger 
contends - it employed Tom Bour¬ 
bonaiss, the complainant’s former 
male persona. Roger added that 
the Human Rights Commission 
should take its “best shot” against 
the union before an “appropriate 
tribunal.” 

Bourbonaiss told the B.A.R. 
that, as Tom, he had experienced 
other problems with discrimina¬ 
tion by union supervisors and em¬ 
ployers because of his American 
Indian heritage and religious be¬ 
liefs - but that the transsexual dis¬ 
crimination began in 1993, shortly 
after he realized he was tired of 
living a lie. 

The transgender discrimination 
began when Bourbonaiss began 
transitioning from male to female, 
part of which initially included 
having her nails professionally 
manicured and her ears pierced. 
When she was later transferred to 
different union offices, she was 
the subject of inter-office commu¬ 
nication containing thinly-veiled 
discriminatory comments. 

One memo reviewed by the 
Bay Area Reporter detailed a San 
Francisco union chapter concern 
that Bourbonaiss’s appearance 
was “inappropriate for San Fran¬ 
cisco” and complained that “mul¬ 
tiple earrings in each ear and long 
polished fingernails” failed to 
“project the professional image 
that allows a union to be most ef¬ 
fective in downtown San Francis¬ 
co.” Bourbonaiss wore jeans or 
pants while employed. 

Bourbonaiss contacted the 
Human Rights Commission about 
the discrimination for mediation 
of the situation, to no avail.

birth to [this] baby.” 

Before leaving, Ammiano said, 
“San Francisco people are much 
better than that - and we will 
stand up to that.” 

Also on hand was ACT 
UP/San Francisco member David 
Pasquarelli, who is scheduled to 
go to court for his part in his unau¬ 
thorized “redecoration” of the 
GOP headquarters with hand 
prints in red oil-based paint, to 
symbolize the blood on the hands 
of the Republican Party. [See 
story, page two.] 

A minor confrontation took 
place between Pasquarelli and 
oxymoronic gay Republican ac¬ 
tivist Justin Raimando, who was 
the sole Republican on hand to de¬ 
fend Buchanan’s vow to restore 
God to government. When asked 
what, as an openly gay man, he 
thinks about Buchanan’s de¬ 
nouncement of legal protections 
for gays and lesbians and with 
other minorities, Raimando told 
Pasquarelli, “People have the right 
to discriminate. You can’t legislate 
morality.” 

When pressed about Biblical 
laws - the Ten Commandments 
and others - under which 
Buchanan has promised to oper¬ 
ate, Raimando appeared dumb¬ 
founded. He told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, “Those are optional.” 


City Jurisdiction? 

The rare legal action by the 
HRC was undertaken after numer¬ 
ous attempts to mediate fell 
through, according to HRC inves¬ 
tigator and acting coordinator of 
the agency’s Lesbian/Gay/HIV/ 
AIDS unit Larry Brinkin. 

“When we first respond to dis¬ 
crimination complaints we always 
make a plea for mediation. Nine 
times out of ten whatever the issue 
is can be resolved with media¬ 
tion,” Brinkin said. 

One of the claims of the Bay 
Council, is that the city does not 
have jurisdiction - but, according 
to Brinkin, because some of the al¬ 
leged acts occurred in San Fran¬ 
cisco, the city has jurisdiction to 
review the allegations because 
they may form part of a pattern of 
discrimination. 

A landmark city ordinance was 
passed in January 1995 that for- 


While the number of actual 
demonstrators appeared to be 
dwarfed by news reporters there to 
transmit their message, the con¬ 
stantly honking horns and waves 
from passing vehicles seemed to 
please many of the organizers. 

Micki Schloss of the Progres¬ 
sive Voters Network said he was 
pleased with the turn-out. “It’s a 
working day and so many of our 
people are working people,” he 
said. “We’re reminding Pat 
Buchanan that we’re Americans 
too,” he said. 

Supervisors Angela Alioto and 
Carole Migden released state¬ 
ments through their aides. Jerry 
Windley of Alioto’s office told the 
crowd. “[Buchanan’s] continued 
attacks on the lesbian and gay 
community is being used to rally a 
fringe element in this country and 
promote increased attacks, both 
verbal and physical, against les¬ 
bians and gay men. Hate crimes 
are on the increase in this country, 
and every time Mr. Buchanan 
opens his mouth, it signals ap¬ 
proval to many that anger and 
physical violence are appropriate 
methods of action.” 

Migden released a statement to 
the B.A.R. saying, “Pat 
Buchanan’s remarks are despica¬ 
ble and hypocritical. .. .If he does¬ 
n’t think lesbians and gays should 
have jobs, then we will rise as a 
community to ensure that it is Pat 
Buchanan who doesn’t have a job 
this November.” ▼ 


bids contractors and others doing 
business with the City and County 
of San Francisco to discriminate 
in employment on the basis of 


transgender orientation. 

Bourbonaiss told the Bay Area 
Reporter that she became aware 
that she was transgendered when 


she was eight years old. Pursuant 
to court decrees, her driver’s li¬ 
cense and official documents state 
that she is of the female gender. T 


The carpenters’ council termi¬ 
nated “Mr. Thomas” Bourbonaiss 
in November 1995, while she was 
on a forced unpaid leave, saying 
she had used all of her unpaid 
leave and her position had been 
eliminated in the meantime. 

“They won’t acknowledge 
Roxanne, they fought me on my 
medical benefits, and denied me a 
worker’s compensation claim,” 
Bourbonaiss told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter.

F or the last two years we’ve 
watched television commercials 
urging the youth of America to 
join the Armed Forces to be all 
they can be, and muttering to ourselves 
as the ads fade out, “Sorry, offer does 
not apply to gays and lesbians. ” 

The ridiculous policy of enforced se¬ 
crecy that covers homosexual service- 
members is contrary to the whole notion 
of being all we are, and, as the Service- 
members Legal Defense Network point¬ 
ed out this week, it does not apply to 
straight people. In the last 24 months 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” has been con¬ 
siderably shortened, to “Don’t Tell.” 

Heterosexuals are still free to ask , 
apparently - whether they have grounds 
or not - and were, in fact, free last year 
to discharge the largest number of gays 
and lesbians since 1991. It’s just gay 
people who seem to be affected by the 
policy, by not being able to have public 
lives. 

The policy that is now failing us so 
miserably was sold to the American 
people as “necessary for morale” - once 
again ignoring gay people: if you in¬ 
quire about their morale, they’ll proba¬ 
bly tell you “don’t ask.” The lives of 
American servicemembers are tough 
enough without making them hide the 
existence of their lovers (or even their 
dreams of finding one), and we think 
anything that makes their lives so much 
worse should be scrapped. 

If the people at the Pentagon really 
want to improve morale, they can invest 
in shuffleboard sets or GameBoys. Gays 
and lesbians are not morale breakers; 
we are not disruptions; we are not viola¬ 
tions; we are people. When is the gov¬ 
ernment going to get that? 

Another thing that the government 
doesn’t get, apparently, is that HIV can 
be spread through anal sex. 

Yes, that’s amazing, but it seems to 
be true. The federal Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration has made it clear to at least 
one manufacturer so far that the agency 
is not interested in clearing for condoms 
for anal sex. Not because the condoms 
in question were unstudied (they 
weren’t) or defective (they weren’t), but 
because of the existence of ancient and 
ridiculous sodomy laws around the 
country. 

The statement, as we heard (and 
triple-checked) it from the manufactur¬ 
ing company of Reality condoms, was 
“Because sodomy is illegal in many 
states, we cannot support an anal con¬ 


dom.” The director of the FDA depart¬ 
ment in question denied to the B.A.R. 
there is a bias against studying the sub¬ 
ject at the agency - but we have to won¬ 
der, if that is so, why it hasn’t happened 
after nearly two decades of this epi¬ 
demic. 

We know one thing: even with 
sodomy laws in many states, men are 
still getting infected through anal sex. 
This myopia is another example of bu¬ 
reaucrats ignoring the reality of this dis¬ 
ease, in favor of the appearance of 
decorum (others are needle exchange, 
condom advertising restrictions, con¬ 
dom programs in schools ... the list is a 
long one, unfortunately). But if anyone 
at the FDA is disturbed by thinking 
about gay men poking each other rectal- 
ly, we encourage them to come see the 
end result of their squeamishness. Those 
include diarrhea, blindness, dementia 
(shit: another long list, which most 
B.A.R. readers no longer need spelled 
out), and other ailments that can make it 
pretty tough to maintain decorum. Corn- 
holing, by comparison, is nothing. 

The refusal of the FDA to go ahead 
with further studies on the anal uses of 
so-called “female condoms” - or anal 
condoms, or internal condoms, or what¬ 
ever you want to call them - has doubt¬ 
less led to loss of life. There is virtually 
no difference between this horror story 
and the kind where abusive parents 
slowly starve their kids to death, except 
that those parents may have to suffer 
some painful consequences. Not so the 
FDA, the very agency that sick people 
in this country are supposed to be able 
to rely on for some kind of parental su¬ 
pervision. And now we know for sure 
the folks don’t care if we die. 

The FDA’s action to take no action 
occurred in 1992, during the Bush Ad¬ 
ministration. We wish we could say 
things are different there now, but the 
same people hold those jobs now. That 
may be some of the problem. With so 
many unfulfilled promises to us ( anoth¬ 
er very long list), President Clinton 
could at least start overturning his pre¬ 
decessor’s mistakes and recognizing 
that the FDA needs to research condoms 
for anal sex. Now. 

And if all that stands in the way of 
that vital anal condom research is a 
bunch of sodomy laws, they must be 
overturned, by Presidential proclama¬ 
tion, if necessary. 

It’s time for America to get a grip on 
Reality. ▼ 
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Protease 
Inhibitors - 
Who Gets 
Access?

T his week, FDA advisory panels will consid¬ 
er whether to approve two new protease in¬ 
hibitors, Ritonavir and Crixivan, for use 
against HIV disease. These new drugs, 
along with Saquinavir, represent the most 
powerful tools yet in the fight against AIDS - but 
thousands of Californians who receive drugs 
through the AIDS Drug Assistance Program 
(ADAP) will not be able to have them. 

ADAP is a public program that provides free 
AIDS drugs to people who cannot afford them. The 
California ADAP has had to shift funds to cover an 
anticipated $4 million shortfall and would need an 
additional $9 million to add the three protease in¬ 
hibitors to its formulary. Meanwhile, AIDS drug 
programs in other states are running out of money: 
New York State recently cut the number of drugs on 
its ADAP by two-thirds because it had exhausted its 
resources. 

The drug programs are going broke because new 
combination therapies, like AZT + 3TC, are bring¬ 
ing in people who have rejected antivirals in the 
past and because insurance companies are driving 
people into the ADAP as they cut back on prescrip¬ 
tion coverage and institute caps. Activists and AIDS 
organizations have also played a role by publicizing 
the program and bringing in needy clients. Utiliza¬ 
tion is up, but the budget for the ADAP has not kept 
pace with demand. 

In response to this crisis, AIDS organizations 
across the country have banded together to help ad¬ 
vocate for more money, and the Clinton Adminis¬ 
tration is considering two proposals to fund the pro¬ 
gram. One, to propose a $54 million increase to the 
ADAP as part of an “Omnibus Appropriations” bill, 
would only make up the budget shortfall in state 
programs, not pay for new drugs; AIDS activists are 
calling for an additional $75 million for FY 1996 in¬ 
stead. Clinton may also include ADAP funding in a 
one-time, emergency relief bill. Meanwhile, people 
with AIDS are running out of time while critically 
needed drugs are sitting on pharmacy shelves 
around the country. 

In the next two weeks, federal lawmakers will be 
hammering out compromises on these proposals 
that will either provide new drugs to thousands of 
PWAs or deny them access for months or years. 
Public policy makers, such as President Clinton, 
Rep. Newt Gingrich and California Health Services 
Director Kim Belshe, need to know how important 
the ADAP is to people with AIDS. This is the time 
for us to tell our stories to people who have the 
power to grant us access to the new drugs. 

We must show AIDS policymakers how much 
we need this program, by telling them about times 
when we had the drugs we needed for ourselves and 
our friends, and times when we did not. And what it 
can mean to get access to Crixivan or another new 
drug. 

Belshe recently decided to delay even trying to 
add Saquinavir to the California ADAP, so that the 
State Office of AIDS could evaluate which protease 
inhibitor will prove most effective. We must let her 
know that Californians need access to Saquinavir, 
and all promising AIDS therapies immediately, be¬ 
cause each person with AIDS is different and peo¬ 
ple are dying every day. Not only will we educate 
these officials about the priorities of people with 
AIDS, but we will give them ammunition to help 
convince others to increase funding to the program. 

Contact these public officials this week and tell 
them that we need enough money to pay for new 
treatments on the AIDS Drug Assistance Program. 
(It’s okay to call Belshe after March 10.) The fight 
against AIDS means following through on the 
promise of AIDS research: it means access to new 
treatments. People with AIDS can’t wait. And tell 
Belshe that all the protease inhibitors must be added 
to the ADAP now.

No magic marker 

After reading ACT UP/Golden Gate’s article re¬ 
garding the new “hope” of viral load testing (“Con¬ 
firming the Use of Viral Load Tests,” February 8), one 
can only wonder where the supposed importance of 
this surrogate marker lies. Considering the majority of 
data backing it are from pharmaceutical companies 
and a University of Pittsburgh study that only corre¬ 
lates a 1.5 year delay of the onset of AIDS, what’s all 
the big news about? 

Here is what they aren’t telling you about their fab¬ 
ulous new surrogate marker. By concentrating exclu¬ 
sively on the circulating blood, what these tests mea¬ 
sure is a minuscule comer of a much bigger picture. 
Research indicates that retrovirus-infected cells pro¬ 
duce progeny virons most of which are noninfectious. 
[Layne S.P. et al. J. Virol., 1991, 259(1749).] Com¬ 
bined along with this are the large amounts of nonin¬ 
fectious viral particles circulating in the blood mainly 
due to viral shedding. Therefore, this supposedly 
more accurate marker fails to measure the level of ac¬ 
tively replicating proviral DNA in the rest of the body. 
There is no mention of the lymph nodes, spleen or 
mucosal tissues, which are the primary locations of 
HIV-infected cells. [Sei S et al. Journal of Infectious 
Diseases, 1994 Aug, 170(2):325-33.] By focusing on 
the virus rather than the effect it has on the cellular 
immune system, researchers are again ignoring the 
critical role that antigen-presenting cells have in con¬ 
trolling the virus and its associated infections. Not 
surprising since their importance has long been buried 
in favor of AIDS Inc.’s most worthless marker - CD4 
counts. 

But now we have a new, even more dubious mark¬ 
er that measures not only disease progression but 
treatment efficacy. The sales pitch is load up on an¬ 
tivirals with a protease inhibitor and suppress your 
viral load to next to nothing. But according to a study 
by Verhofstede et al., they “could establish no or only 
very small changes in proviral DNA level after [an¬ 
tiviral] therapy.” [AIDS, 1994 Oct., 8(10): 14217.] 
Again, the AIDS establishment seems all too eager to 
accept a new surrogate marker because it shows how 
effective combination antiviral treatment is, regard¬ 
less of the toxic side effects it has on the cellular im¬ 
mune system. Sounds chillingly familiar to the 
“progress” made with antiviral monotherapy a few 
years back. 

Perhaps Matthew Sharp would do well to listen to 
noted AIDS researcher Jay Levy who, in the latest 
issue of Science, calls into question the effect that 
toxic antiviral therapy along with CD4 and viral load 
markers has on the cellular immune system: “A major 
target in therapy should be the source of the virus - 
the virus-infected cell - and not only its products, so 
that significant effects on viral load and clinical out¬ 
come might be achieved.” [Science, 1996 Feb, 2, 
271:670-671.] 

Since the presence of cytotoxic T lymphocytes 
against HIV-1 has been correlated with a more favor¬ 
able clinical outcome [Sei S et al., ibid.] and long¬ 
term nonprogressors have an elevated level of CD8 
cells, it is becoming glaringly obvious that these cells 
and the arm of the immune system that controls them 
are vital in controlling this disease. It is shameful that 
AIDS activists have been radically understating their 
importance for the last decade, for it is clear that any 
hope for effective treatments lie in this direction. But 
focusing on the immune system and the toxic side ef¬ 
fects of these unproven therapies has never been high 
on ACT UP/Golden Gate’s priorities. Matthew Sharp 
perhaps put it best in last week’s [2/8] article: ‘The 
biggest issue regarding viral load is not whether it 
works, but whether people with AIDS can access the 
test.” Haven’t we had enough?

We were pleased to see the recent article by Rob 
Sabados [1/18] calling attention to the problem of gen¬ 
ital warts and their possible significance for the health 
of HIV positive individuals. 

While it is hypothesized that HPV (wart virus) is a 
factor towards the development of anal cancer, this 
has yet to be established. To that end, we are per¬ 
forming a longitudinal natural history study of anal 
cancer and its precursors, now in its 5th year. We have 
followed over 500 men with serial PAP smears, 
anosocopy exams and biopsies when indicated to 
evaluate for both warts and the precancerous changes 
mentioned in the article. We would be happy to an¬ 
swer questions about anal warts or dysplasia elicited 
by the article, and can be reached at (415) 476-2909.

Dear Senator Lockyer: 

The Marin County Human Rights Commission 
(HRC) is opposed to AB 1982, which calls on the 
State of California to invalidate marriages between in¬ 
dividuals of the same gender, which have been con¬ 
tracted outside of the state. 

The HRC reaffirms its support for equal opportu¬ 
nity for all Americans without regard to race, creed, 
color, religion, age, gender, sexual orientation or dis¬ 
ability; and supports the concept of marriages as a 
constitutional right that should not be denied because 
of a person’s sexual orientation. 

Our community has not forgotten the years in this 
county and this state when anti-miscegenation laws 
prevented inter-racial marriages between Whites and 
Asians. Members of our community were forced to 
leave California in order to marry the one they loved. 
These laws were later ruled unconstitutional by the 
United States Supreme Court. 

Discriminatory attitudes were the motivating force 
behind such laws back then. It is incumbent upon all 
of us to be vigilant and not allow homophobia to 
guide our laws today.

More on crypto 

I attended most meetings of Carole Migden’s Task 
Force on Cryptosporidium in San Francisco’s drink¬ 
ing water. There are a few facts that weren’t reported 
on that I would like to mention. 

As the meetings progressed, the very real danger 
of Crypto in S.F. water to immunocompromised indi¬ 
viduals became more apparent. But two people on the 
panel consistently down played this danger. These 
two were S.F. employees Steve Leonard of the RU.C. 
for water and Dr. Mitch Katz of the Health Dept. 

Steve Leonard repeatedly gave his “purest alpine 
water in the U.S.A.” speech until the general mood of 
the other panelists made him stop. However, from 
Steve we learned a few facts about S.F.’s water sys¬ 
tem. 

The most revealing fact relating to water purity is 
that S.F. water is not filtered; it is chemically treated. 
There is nothing specific against crypto! Some of the 
water goes through sand, but that has no effect on 
crypto. 

One of the panelists had the presence of mind to 
ask, “Is the sand ever changed?” “Oh, yes,” Steve 
Leonard replied, but with no information on when or 
how often this was done. 

At the end, however, Leonard did agree that some 
water warning for immunocompromised individuals 
should be issued. 

But the one person who was the most persistent in 
holding out against any water warnings was Dr. Mitch 
Katz of the Health Dept. Mitch consistently stuck to 
his premise that getting crypto is primarily an oral- 
anal sexual thing. I think most people would agree 
that that is the most common route of transmission; 
however, that doesn’t eliminate the very real danger 
of crypto in our drinking water. 

Mitch Katz says he is no homophobe for his warn¬ 
ing of the oral-anal sexual transmission of crypto. 
That is correct. But he is a homophobe for dismissing 
S.F.’s drinking water as the route of transmission, for 
his talk of oral-anal sexual contact. Mitch Katz comes 
off as an unabashed careerist who is no friend to the 
AIDS or gay community. 

Some other facts about S.F. drinking water came 
out, no thanks to Steve or Mitch. S.F. primarily gets 
its drinking water from the Hetch Hetchy reservoir in 
Yosemite Park. Well, we found out that the headwa¬ 
ters for Hetch Hetchy, in the High Sierras, are used by 
roughly thirty-thousand backpackers, hikers and day 
picnickers every season. These headwaters are also 
used to stable the mules and horses for Yosemite va¬ 
cationers. 

This is important to know since by far the most 
dangerous source for Crypto comes from humans and 
their domesticated animals. 

A crypto outbreak in S.F. is a certain eventuality, 
particularly during the rainy season; which, by the 
way, is right now. Also be aware that by bringing tap 
water to a boil is the only sure way of knowing cryp¬ 
to is eliminated from your water; it is definitely the 
cheapest option for water purity.

list. However, now well into a 
string of primaries to determine 
the Republican nominee against 
Bill Clinton this November, the 
party of Lincoln, Eisenhower and 
Rockefeller finds itself on a sui¬ 
cide slide that could spell disaster 
on all fronts, not just the retaking 
of 1600 Pennsylvania Avenue.

The reason? TV commentator 
and rabble-rouser Pat Buchanan. 
With Buchanan’s slim (one per¬ 
centage point) but significant win 
in New Hampshire last week, all 
bets are now off on who the GOP 
nominee will be coming out of the 
August convention in San Diego. 
His strong showings in primaries 
this week - even his third place 
“win” in Delaware Saturday is 
considered important by most ob¬ 
servers - means he no longer has 
to finish first every time to be a 
force to be reckoned with. This 
guy, like it or not, has arrived. 

The Buchanan Express, racing 
from state to state and fueled by 
the candidate’s repeatedly blasting 
abortion, gay rights, immigration, 
NAFTA, etc., spells big trouble 
for the Republicans, and they 
know it. Buchanan’s appeal to 
blue-collar workers and his adop¬ 
tion by the well-organized and 
well-financed religious right 
promise to make California’s 
March 26 primary, with its win- 
ner-take-all 163 delegates on the 
line, a battlefield for the GOP. 

Clearly, the Grand Old Party’s 
game at the moment is simply 
“Stop Buchanan.” But who has 
the best chance? Bob Dole, who 
spent much of the week retooling 
his organization, and Lamar 
Alexander seem to be the most 
obvious choices, but Alexander 
doesn’t have the resources or the 
organization. 

Millionaire Steve Forbes cer¬ 
tainly has the resources, but he 
may have peaked already, despite 
his win in Delaware. Unless 
Forbes comes up with some unex¬ 
pected wins in primaries in the 
next couple of weeks, he is unlike¬ 
ly to pour more of his millions 
into a hopeless cause. 

Look for party insiders to very 
soon convince Indiana Senator 
Richard Lugar to drop out of the 
running. The five percent he re¬ 
ceived in New Hampshire proba¬ 
bly would have gone to Dole and 
given him a win there. 

That leaves a decidedly nasty 
and divisive convention battle be¬ 
tween Bob Dole and the homo- 
phobic darling of the Religious 
Far Out. If Buchanan pulls off the 


upset of all time and actually wins 
California, San Diego will see a 
locked fight between Buchanan 
and his own party. 

Bob Dole, regardless of the 
outcome in the primaries, is in for 
the long haul. Lamar Alexander 
will likely be forced out one way 
or another by August, no doubt 
throwing his support to Dole, per¬ 
haps as part of a deal (a 
Dole/Alexander ticket?). 

Brokering at the convention 
will be hot and very hardball. 
Buchanan will be aiming for a 
very large piece of the political pie 
- like setting the Republican agen¬ 
da, i.e., writing the platform - no 
matter what happens between now 
and then. 

In a crunch, look for the Senate 
majority leader to try to entice 
Colin Powell onto the ticket in the 
number-two spot before the GOP 
delegates hit Southern California. 
Even a Dole-Powell ticket will 
have a tough time beating Bill 
Clinton, and the Republicans 
know it. But they also know that 
letting Pat Buchanan carry the 
party torch against the resurgent 
president would mean a disaster of 
epic proportions. 

Buchanan would be the Barry 
Goldwater of 1996, and he would 
probably return control of the U.S. 
Senate to the Democrats as well. 
Though the Republican powers- 
that-be are not 100 percent behind 
Dole, they are almost all united 
against Pat Buchanan. 

Fulsome Phyllis 

And are you at all surprised 
that homophobe Phyllis Schlafly 
was recently named a national co¬ 
chair of the Buchanan campaign? 

I wonder what her gay son thought 
about her “honor.” I wonder if he’s 
still living at home with mom. My 
bet is that he thinks we’ve proba¬ 
bly misinterpreted Pat and Mom’s 
“pro-family” pronouncements. 

In Cleveland, Ohio, city para¬ 
medics Derek Harris and Lauren 
Akits were suspended last week 
without pay for refusing to enter 
the home of an AIDS patient. In 
Charleston, W. Va., a postal carri¬ 
er who refused to deliver mail to 
the home of a couple with AIDS 
has been fired. The carrier, the en¬ 
lightened Tim Snodgrass, 
claimed he was afraid of cutting 
himself on the mail slot or becom¬ 
ing infected from envelopes or 
stamps the couple might have 
licked. 

In Salt Lake City in a classic 
case of cutting off your nose to 
spite your face, the Board of Edu¬ 
cation recently banned all nonaca¬ 
demic clubs, effective this fall, to 
avoid having to allow students at 
East High to form a gay-straight 
student alliance. Federal law says 
schools must allow all extracurric¬ 
ular clubs or none. 

Gunderson’s guarantee: Wis¬ 
consin Representative Steve Gun¬ 
derson, the only openly gay Re¬ 
publican congressmember, vowed 


last week that GOP presidential 
candidate Pat Buchanan’s “poli¬ 
tics of exclusion, intolerance, and 
raw bigotry” would not capture 
the Republican Party. Gunderson, 
who is retiring this year, made the 
remarks in D.C. at the annual din¬ 
ner of the Log Cabin Federation, 
which represents 10,000 gay and 
lesbian Republicans in 35 states. 
Last year. Bob Dole made head¬ 
lines when he returned - and then 
apologized for returning - a 
$1,000 contribution from the 
group. Representatives from Dole, 
Alexander, Forbes, and Lugar at¬ 
tended the dinner. 

A belated Happy 64th Birthday 
to one of the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity’s best friends, Forbes’s 
friend Elizabeth Taylor, who tells 
reporters that she is nearly fully 
recovered from a serious back op¬ 
eration and is ready to “hit the 
road again” in her continuing fight 
against AIDS. La Liz guest starred 
on four - count ’em four - CBS 
sitcoms Monday night, hawking 
her Black Pearls perfume line that 
had problems getting off the 
ground last year. Since the gener¬ 
ous Ms. Taylor almost always do¬ 
nates profits from her products to 
various AIDS causes, let’s hope 
Black Pearls winds up, well, in the 
black. 

Saying that Magic Johnson 
“doesn’t understand the realities 
of war,” House Speaker Newt 
Gingrich recently rejected the 
basketball star’s appeal on behalf 
of HIV-infected soldiers. Johnson 
had urged Gingrich and Senate 
Majority Leader Bob Dole to sup¬ 
port President Clinton’s decision 
to fight in Congress and the courts 
a policy that discharges military 
personnel with the virus. 

Maybe it’s just a sign of the 
times - or karma - but many in 
Washington could barely contain 
their glee last week when D.C. 
bookstores began proffering 
stacks of Gingrich’s To Renew 
America at half price. 

California’s popular Democra¬ 
tic Party chairman Bill Press re¬ 
signed last week to become a lib¬ 
eral commentator on Washington- 
based CNN’s Crossfire. Former 
state Assemblyman Art Torres 
will serve as acting chair until the 
April convention, when he is like¬ 
ly to be elected to complete 
Press’s four-year term. 

Well, why not? In Virginia 
City, Nev., Jessi Winchester, a 
54-year-old Republican and for¬ 
mer prostitute who quit the profes¬ 
sion last year to compete in the 
Mrs. Nevada International 
Pageant, announced last week that 
she is a candidate for that state’s 
second congressional district seat.

G reetings, my fellow evil 
homosexuals of the 
dreaded female persua¬ 
sion! How’s that for a 
greeting? I’ve just read an item 
about the big pep rally in Des 
Moines over the Iowa caucus 
weekend at which the effect of 
clerical collars on blood circula¬ 
tion to the brain was effectively 
demonstrated by Christian (and I 
use that term loosely) conserva¬ 
tives calling us, and the prospect 
of our getting to marry each other, 
the source of all that is wrong in 
our fair nation. They urged people 
viewing on C-SPAN to send our 
“evil lifestyle back to Satan where 
it came from!” Oh, yeah, like any 
self-respecting Prince of Darkness 
would want to take us off their 
hands when our daring to love 
provokes them to fuming, blood 
vessel-busting hatred, I’m so sure!

Besides, I can just imagine this 
evil, evil scene: “Send it back? I 
don’t see the original packaging 
anywhere. And I’ll bet you don’t 
have the receipt, either. You’ll 
have to stand in that line over 
there ... yes, the lo-o-o-o-ong one, 
heh heh heh cackle cackle!” And 
that’s if they get through to a live 
devil instead of this recording: 
“You have reached the Army of 
Hell, Dyke Feminist Whore of 
Babylon Division. All of our min¬ 
ions are occupied at the moment, 
but your call is important to us ... 

This gets us back to last week 
and Barney Frank saying we need 
to vote, and vote against Republi¬ 
cans, and Molly Ivins preferring 
populist collective effort to liberal 
government programs. I was also 


reading a couple of items that 
seemed to illustrate the difference. 
One was about a new organization 
linking lesbian/gay community 
centers across America. The other 
was about a teenage lesbian com¬ 
ing out and running off to San 
Francisco because “I heard if 
you’re gay you should go there 
and someone will take you in.” 
And I thought, take you in? As in, 
make sure you have a place to stay 
and get you set up with a job? That 
would be nice; it also wouldn’t be 
the real world. 

Encouraging 


The encouraging thing about 
the proliferation of lesbian/gay 
community centers, which implies 
communities coalescing and 
reaching critical mass for that 
level of organization, is that it’s 
happening across the so-called 
heartland, even in backwards, 
queer-unfriendly places like 
Idaho. Ghettoization - everyone 
coming out and running off to San 
Francisco or LA or New York - 
does the religious right the favor 
of our cleansing the rest of the 
country of ourselves for them. No, 
they should have to get used to us 
everywhere, including realizing 
we come from them, not from 
some mythological figure and 
realm of evil. And we should be 
able to be everywhere. 

Idealizing any one place as a 
mecca, even when friendly space 
is rare and special, is the best way 
to bring that mecca crashing 
down. The idealization process 
too often makes the purported 
mecca out to have streets paved 
with gold, be a place where any¬ 
one affiliating with the group will 
be taken in, or whatever - all one 
has to do is arrive there and 
everything will be hunky-dory. 
Though it may not happen imme¬ 
diately, meccafied places usually 
end up with more people hungry 
for their slice of the pie than they 
have pie. Developing more pies - 
in this case, making more of 
America within living and driving 
distance of a lesbian/gay commu¬ 
nity with a tangible center - is the 
only thing that makes more slices 
available. 

Within living memory, a 
beloved neighborhood hip scene 
came crashing down when it got 
badly overrun by far more people 
than it could support: the Haight- 
Ashbury. One Haight Street store, 
closing down as the party ended, 
posted a sign in its window: “Ne¬ 
braska needs you.” This meant, of 


course, the idea was not to draw 
all the hippies to one spot but to 
make a thousand hippie neighbor¬ 
hoods bloom. Instead, expecta¬ 
tions of being provided for, re¬ 
gardless of the extent of the re¬ 
sources to do so, took precedence 
over self-reliance, and everybody 
lost. 

Essential effort 

Self-reliant effort, both indi¬ 
vidual and collective (in the pop¬ 
ulist tradition), is essential to 
“change the structure so people 
aren’t hurt” (so says Senator Tom 
Harkin). Take the ravages of ne¬ 
glect on pre-school-age children 
in the inner cities. A recent study 
provided intensive interaction in a 
ratio of one, well, nanny for every 
three children. The children’s in¬ 
telligence increased (as well as 
tests can measure) by 15 to 30 per¬ 
cent. Ergo they could do better in 
school, have a better chance of es¬ 
caping poverty, etc. 

The traditional liberal solution 
would be funding a massive pro¬ 
gram to make this available to 
every poor child in America. But 
even if you paid each tutor only 
$24,000 per year, that’s $8,000 
times how many children - before 
facilities and administrative costs? 
How many billions are we talk¬ 
ing? Could we offer this intensive 
surrogate parental interaction to 
the poor but not to families in 
which both parents have to work 
(thus paying taxes to pay for nan¬ 
nies for other families)? Would 
this be fair - or passable in Con¬ 
gress? 

This begs the question of 
whether such a program would 
prove Alexander Cockbum’s rude 
comment about “It Takes a Village 
to Raise a Child” working out to 
the state raising our children. Or 
of parents denying their children a 
government nanny because they 
would consider it intrusive, even 
as they neglect to provide inten¬ 
sive interaction themselves. Or of 
what could constitute “culturally 
appropriate” interaction when 
some inner city residents equate 
using education as a means to a 
better life with ethnic treason. 

So we come back again to op¬ 
portunity versus individual re¬ 
sponsibility, and the (hopefully) 
obvious conclusion that it takes 
both, together. This year, we’ll 
likely get to vote only for one or 
the other. Is there a populist solu¬ 
tion? Probably - but would those 
who talk the talk work the work? 
(Hint: “securing funding” doesn’t 
count.) ▼

sounding, chants, song, and move¬ 
ment. Every woman will have the 
opportunity to enter the circle and 
receive, through sound and/or 
touch, the group energy.” 

A social time is scheduled for 
afterwards with juice and tea. 

Lea Brown, Programs Manag¬ 
er at Spectrum, told the B.A.R., 
“Believe it or not, this is the oldest 
program in Spectrum. Our agency 
was started in 1982 with a grant 
from the Presbyterian Church. We 
have deep roots in people working 
with the Christian faith.” 

Brown explained that Spec¬ 


trum has held a wide variety of 
spiritual groups in the past, and 
like other programs, the direction 
depends on who is volunteering. 

Spectrum’s inclusion of spiri¬ 
tual worship in programming is 
unique among gay and lesbian 
community centers, but an essen¬ 
tial one. 

“I think it’s important to live 
whole lives, whatever that is,” 
Brown said. “I think one of the 
greatest tragedies between the re¬ 
ligious right and gays and lesbians 
has been the way it characterizes 
that if you’re religious, then you 
have to be straight and Christian 
and narrow in your thinking.” Or 
conversely, if you’re gay or les¬ 
bian, people assume you’re spiri¬ 
tually dead or completely pagan in 
your beliefs. 

Brown added, “What gets 
obliterated in that there is a whole 
bunch of people of faith who are 
supportive of gays and lesbians, or 
who are gay, lesbian, bi, or trans¬ 
gender themselves.” ▼

gig he World Wrestling Feder¬ 
ation (WWF) has been 
non-responsive to concerns 
that the company is pro¬ 
moting homophobia through its 
popular television programs. At the 
center of the controversy is 
“Goldust,” one of WWF’s featured 
wrestlers, who has been portrayed 
as a menacing gay freak. In the sto¬ 
ryline for one particularly offensive 
broadcast, Goldust flirted with one 
of the “normal” heterosexual 
wrestlers, who responded by 
“heroically” beating him senseless. 

In response to individual com¬ 
plaints, WWF has sent out an eva¬ 
sive form letter. Signed by the 
company’s Fan Services Coordina¬ 
tor, Christine Wypy, the letter ex¬ 
plains that the “World Wrestling 
Federation appeals to a broad spec¬ 
trum of fans.” To achieve this “uni¬ 
versal appeal,” Wypy says, “we 
utilize different characters, story 
lines, and techniques creating a de¬ 
gree of controversy as we do so. 

“Goldust, by design, with his 
androgynous presentation is 
bizarre and controversial,” Wypy 
writes. She further explains: “The 
overriding theme of the Goldust 
character is that he uses unortho¬ 
dox elements to keep his competi¬ 
tors off track, confused, and yes, 
even sometimes disgusted. That 
kind of mental stimulation is acted 
out through bizarre gestures some 
of which have sexual overtones, 
however, were not intentionally 
designed to offend.” 

Wypy’s “response” completely 
ignores the central issue (not to 
mention the rules of grammar). 
She treats homosexuality as the

problem, rather than homophobia. 
Significantly, Wypy apologizes for 
the gay character’s behavior. She 
never mentions the gay basher. 

The WWF’s response careful¬ 
ly avoids any mention - let alone 
condemnation - of hate violence. 
Whether or not the company 
(rightfully) assumes responsibility 
for promoting homophobic big¬ 
otry, it could at least acknowledge 
that the problem exists. 

To demand a less-evasive and 
more-constructive response 
from the WWF, and encourage 
the company to actually help 
combat (rather than promote) 
homophobia through its expan¬ 
sive (TV, print, and online) 
media outlets, most of which 
target children and young 
adults, contact Christine M.

In his continuing battle against 
the hateful rhetoric of the Christian 
Coalition, Mel White has begun 
circulating “a resolution to con¬ 
demn the false and inflammatory 
anti-homosexual campaign of Pat 
Robertson,” the founder of the 
Christian Coalition and CEO of the 
Christian Broadcasting Network 
(CBN). Since 1995, White has 
monitored every broadcast of 
Robertson’s daily TV series, the 
700 Club ; the petition advises 
Robertson that his “media and print 
campaign against homosexuals is 
polluting the moral environment of 
the nation.” White plans to collect 


signed petitions and deliver them 
to Robertson and the national 
media on Pride Sunday, this June. 

White has also produced a 35- 
minute videotape - Pat Robert¬ 
son s Anti-Homosexual Campaign: 
A Case Study in the Rhetoric of In¬ 
tolerance - which features 
“dozens of examples” of Robert¬ 
son’s “dangerous and outlandish 
comments.” White intends to dis¬ 
tribute the tape various media and 
civic groups across the country. 

Before accepting his own sexu¬ 
al orientation, White served as the 
ghost-writer for Pat Robertson’s 
best-selling book America’s Dates 
With Destiny.

We Aren’t Just a Movement 
- We’re a Market!

T he gay and lesbian commu¬ 
nity is frequently misrepre¬ 
sented in the media, and 
from pulpits, as a collec¬ 
tion of promiscuous, diseased 
pariahs demanding special rights, 
but for some businesses lesbians 
and gays represent a vast untapped 
resource. Slowly but steadily, ad¬ 
vertisers have begun to create en¬ 
tire campaigns with us in mind. 

One predominantly straight 
Bay Area trade organization, the 
San Francisco Advertising Club, 
hosted a candid and informative 
panel Wednesday, February 21 to 
focus on a select few American 
corporations that have turned this 
previously overlooked consumer 
group into a cash cow. 

The luncheon was well- 
stocked with A-gays - almost to 
the exclusion of heterosexuals, 
judging from appearances - who 
may be able to persuade their 
bosses that targeting the gay and 
lesbian audience is not only lucra¬ 
tive, it’s safe: much-touted boy¬ 
cotts by the right don’t work. 

New York Times advertising 
columnist Stuart Elliott and OUT 
Magazine publisher Harry Taylor 
explained the history behind 
mainstream products’ increasingly 
commonplace advertising cam¬ 
paigns in gay publications.

Most interesting of all were the 
case studies given by Rick Cirillo 
from American Airlines and Eric 
Helms from Anheuser-Busch, 
about the actual metamorphoses 
of those companies. 

All who spoke agreed that tar¬ 
geting a niche market is a lot more 
complex with the gay and lesbian 
(and bisexual and transgender) 
population than marketing to 
working women or college stu¬ 
dents, for example. 

And until mainstream compa¬ 
nies become brave enough to ex¬ 
plicitly depict same-sex couples or 
a group of same-sex friends, ad¬ 
vertisers are utilizing what one 
panelist termed “homo-positive” 
ads, which rely more on buzz¬ 
words like choice and freedom 
and fairness, than on actual depic¬ 
tions of gay people. Some firms 
edge toward move overt gayness, 
like the very successful Bud Light 
campaign that draped a rainbow 
flag all over its logos and print 
ads. 

The highlight of the luncheon 
came with the acknowledgment 
by both Cirillo and Helms that the 
gay and lesbian can’t be won over 
simply by plastering beer and air¬ 
line ads all over gay rags or by 
“queer-izing” straight media: ad¬ 
vertising dollars need to go hand 
in hand with a social conscience. 
Cirillo, in particular, described 
American Airlines’ long road back 
to respectability in the eyes of gay 
travelers, after it was dubbed The 
Ugly American by a gay magazine 
because of a series of homophobic 
and AIDS-phobic incidents. After 
a new ad campaign designed espe¬ 
cially with the gay traveler in 
mind, Cirillo said that he was able 
to institute The Diversity Council, 
which extended domestic partner¬ 
ship benefits and a non-discrimi¬ 
nation policy for sexual and ethnic 
minorities and employees with 
disabilities. Soon he said, the 
same gay magazine was calling 
American the most gay-friendly 
airline in the world.

Help in Book Form 

For those who are interested in 
the great gay and lesbian market 
but didn’t make it to the luncheon, 
author and marketing executive 
Grant Lukenbill has written what 
may become the defining textbook 
on the subject. Untold Millions : 
Positioning Your Business for the 
Gay and Lesbian Consumer Revo¬ 
lution, published by Harper Busi¬ 
ness, informs mainstream (read: 
straight) businesses about the best 
ways to attract and keep our busi¬ 
ness, on our own terms. 

Lukenbill was the sales devel¬ 
opment manager for The Advocate 
from 1988 to 1989, and wrote and 
applied the marketing plan for 
Outweek magazine, which provid¬ 
ed The Advocate with its first taste 
of real national competition. 

What makes this book a valu¬ 
able resource for anyone in busi¬ 
ness, from human resource profes¬ 
sionals to managers to marketing 
executives, is the research data¬ 
base upon which Lukenbill bases 
his conclusions. The results of the 
1994 Yankelovich Monitor Per¬ 
spective on Gays/Lesbians are laid 
out in the kind of detail that will 
appeal to statistics junkies, but not 
so detailed that others who skim 
the book will lose the main points. 

Lukenbill states at the outset of 
the book, “The time is nearing 
when lesbian mothers will pro¬ 
mote bleach and fabric softener on 
national television. Gay male 
sports figures, sponsored by tennis 
shoe companies, will soon be 
emerging as spokespersons for the 
prevention of violence in our na¬ 
tion’s public schools.” 

He provides samples of suc¬ 
cessful gay-focused ad cam¬ 
paigns, as well as those that miss 
the mark, and offers advice on 
how companies can make solid 
community contributions by insti¬ 
tuting domestic partnership bene¬ 
fits and anti-discrimination poli¬ 
cies based on sexual orientation. 
“I would recommend, as a matter 
of conscience and good moral 
business conduct, to bring benefits 
on par with their heterosexual 
counterparts,” he told the B.A.R. 

Lukenbill also said that greater 
lesbian visibility is needed; de¬ 
spite the advent of Lesbian Chic, 
the word “gay” still conjures up 
the image of a male. He reminds 
companies the surest way for them 
to lose gay and lesbian customers 
is to lump them all together into 
one group. 

“The main theme that I run 
throughout the book is that gay 
and lesbian consumers are not all 
alike,” he said. “They, cannot be 
pigeonholed and categorized as a 
market segment.” 

Lukenbill’s final advice is mar¬ 


ket research, market research, 
market research - which should 
stem from what a company’s spe¬ 
cific product or service actually 
provides to the public. Once that is 
established, he advises, firms 
should not focus on the impact it 
may have upon gays and lesbians, 
but on men in general, or women 
in general. 

“Lesbians don’t necessarily 
buy a product just because they’re 
a lesbian,” he said. “They buy a 
product because it is providing 
them with a service.” ▼

Building developers have 
brought misdemeanor trespassing 
and battery charges against a San 
Francisco physician, in connec¬ 
tion with a four-home construc¬ 
tion project on Sanchez Hilltop 
that neighborhood opponents have 
gone to great lengths to oppose. 

Dr. Monika Henschke told the 
BA.R. a March 22 hearing date 
has been set to hear evidence 
against her, stemming from her 
February 12 attempt to prevent 
workers from chopping down sev¬ 
eral of the hilltop’s Monterey pine 
trees to make way for the housing 
construction. She climbed into 
one of the trees, she said, thinking 
they wouldn’t turn on the chain 
saws. 

She was wrong. 

But although the attempt 
failed, the residents of the neigh¬ 
borhood near to the Castro are still 
fighting to save the land for open 
space and are trying to get the city 
to buy it. They are also consider¬ 
ing a lawsuit against the builders, 
McGee Construction. 

Meanwhile, the McGee family 
business has also posted a re¬ 
straining order against anyone 
going on to the property, and filed 
a civil lawsuit against the neigh¬ 
bors, who call themselves “Save 
Sanchez Hilltop.”

Roughshod 

Henschke denied kicking 
Tracy McGee of McGee Con¬ 
struction, and said that filing crim¬ 
inal charges is a further example 
of the way the company has run 
roughshod over the wishes of the 
neighborhood. 

“He could have built the homes 
and kept the trees,” Henschke 
said, adding that it was not simply 
a matter of saving the view from 
her own home. “This was an at¬ 
tempt to save a thing of beauty for 
all of San Francisco,” she said. 

Three women who live in the 
area were removed by police from 
a Saturday, February 17 neighbor¬ 
hood rally at the site, and warned 
not to return. 

A February 7 Board of Permit 
Appeals hearing paved the way 
for the bulldozing of the Monterey 
pine trees on February 12. That 
board, the Planning Commission, 
and the Dolores Heights Improve¬ 
ment Club have approved plans 
for four three-story homes to be 
built along the quiet section of 
21st and Sanchez streets, a mixed 
gay-and-straight neighborhood 
adjacent to the Castro. 

Standing among the litter from 
trees, Jacquelyn “Lynn” O’Kelley, 
Vickie Lewis, and Sylvia Saun¬ 
ders placed a symbolic headstone 
on the hillside and attempted to 
plant a tree on the land. Standing 
by was Brian McGee, of McGee 
Construction Company, who im¬ 
mediately ripped out both re¬ 
minders of the neighborhood op¬ 
position. He yelled out to the pro¬ 
testers as they were led away by a 
police officer, “Enjoy your 15 
minutes!” 

When asked by the B.A.R. if 
they would return, Lewis said that 
she would, while Saunders and 
Lewis both had no comment. 

Members of the neighborhood 
opposition group have asked the 
Board of Supervisors and the 
mayor to convene a public hearing 
about the situation. Ideally, ac¬ 
cording to neighborhood 
spokesman Bill Russell-Shapiro, 
residents would like the city to 
purchase the land for open space. 
At the least, he said, they would 


like the homes built smaller. 

Asked to comment on simply 
selling the land to the city, Seamus 
McGee told the B.A.R ., “We’re 
not commenting on it because 
we’ve been pulled into that game 
before.” 

c Our First Amendment 
Rights’ 

As for filing suit against the 
neighbors, Brian McGee told the 
B.A.R, “It got to a point that we 
had to do something, because we 
were afraid that somebody would 
get hurt.” But Henschke said that 
the suit expressed different senti¬ 
ments. “It is an obvious attempt to 
prevent us from exercising our 
First Amendment rights and to 
prevent us from trying to convince 
the city and city officials to en¬ 
force Proposition M in this pro¬ 
ject,” Henschke said. 

Proposition M is the voter ini¬ 
tiative designed to prevent build¬ 
ing projects from going up unless 
they fit in with existing neighbor¬ 
hood character. 

On February 7, the Board of 
Permit Appeals agreed with Hen¬ 
schke and the others, but the 3-1 
vote against the McGees wasn’t 
enough to stop the project, since a 
unanimous vote is required. 

The group of neighbors hasn’t 
heard from Mayor Willie Brown 
since he said at a February 15 Har¬ 
vey Milk Institute-sponsored 
Town Hall meeting that he op¬ 
posed the Sanchez hilltop housing 
project, as it now appeared. 

“I am very disappointed in the 
mayor’s office,” Henschke told 
the B.A.R., adding that Brown told 
her at the Town Hall that the city 
attorney said new evidence would 
be necessary to re-hear the matter; 
she said that conflicted with earli¬ 
er statements made by the city at¬ 
torney’s office. 

Henschke said that two aides 
assigned to work with them have 
done nothing. “We haven’t gotten 
any help in any way, shape, or 
form. Our communications to him 
don’t seem to be getting through 
to him,” she said. “I really feel he 
could give us a new hearing if he 
wanted to.” ▼

Operation 

Sunshine Brightens 
Children’s Faces

Have you received a note in 
your mailbox with a huge happy 
face on it before yet? It’s not junk 
mail, it’s a request for gifts for 
small children with AIDS from 
Operation Sunshine. 

According to Operation Sun¬ 
shine Project Coordinator Mike 
Kelly, the group collects gifts and 
money to buy gifts for kids with 
AIDS, primarily those treated at 
University California Medical 
Center Hospital and Stanford. 

“Kids who are HIV-positive 
are happy to receive presents, and 
[Kelly] also sends cards to the 
nurses who help the children,” 
says Pediatric Nurse Practitioner 
at UC San Francisco, Estrella 
Manio. “The man is incredibly pa¬ 
tient in running back and forth and 
getting presents for the kids. 
When I request something - rain 
or shine he’s here.” 

The nearly six-year-old non¬ 
profit organization receives a cou¬ 
ple thousand gifts a year to give to 
children, mostly out-patients. “A 
lot of the kids don’t even know 
they have AIDS,” Kelly told the 
Bay Area Reporter. In some in¬ 
stances, he said, the children and 
their parents - some of whom are 
“sick and broke” - may have had 
a strenuous journey; the gifts 
sometimes serve as an incentive 


for the children to return for addi¬ 
tional treatment. 

“The kids get a pack of gifts on 
their birthday, and each year we 
have a Christmas party and they 
all get a big bag of 15-20 gifts,” 
Kelly says. “Some of these kids 
have never had a birthday party in 
their lives.” 

The gifts are given to the nurs¬ 
es at the University of San Fran¬ 
cisco Hospital, who then hand 
them out to the kids. “It makes the 
nurses look like the good guys,” 
Kelly said. 

“It reduces the fear [the kids] 
have, and changes the atmosphere 
of the unit. It makes it lighter and 
funnier,” he added. 

“We periodically check with 
hospitals to check the ages of the 
kids. Some kids occasionally re¬ 
quest specific gifts,” Kelly said. 
“If we can, we sometimes ask toy 
companies to donate gifts. We 
give away lots of Walkmans, 
waistpacks, radios, dolls, crayons, 
baseball caps and stuffed ani¬ 
mals.” 

Operation Sunshine has no 
paid employees; potential givers 
are contacted by volunteers. Gifts 
to the organization are also fully 
tax-deductible. ▼

America’s longest-running gay 
radio talk show, San Francisco’s 
own Hibernia Beach , now airs 
Sunday nights from midnight to 2 
a.m. on LIVE 105 FM. 

You can now hear “America’s 
favorite homosexuals,” who in¬ 
clude new co-host Val Keennan 
and veteran co-host Ken McPher¬ 
son - along with their “Psychic 
Ball Shaver,” Ben Carlson, in their 
earlier extended time slot. 

The show began seven years 
ago when a LIVE 105 morning 
radio host “made a boo-boo,” and 
dissed some homosexuals on the 
air. The station offered a gay- 
themed radio show as reconcilia¬ 
tion, which became Hibernia 
Beach. 

“They like us, we’re doing a 
good job,” McPherson says of the 
relationship between the show and 
the station. “They used to think we 
were boring, but we turned out to 
be entertainment, and that’s what 
radio is all about.” He hopes the 
show’s mainstream appeal will get 
it syndicated. 

This week, on the night of Feb¬ 
ruary 2,5, McPherson interviewed 
the executive director of the Na¬ 
tional Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force, Melinda Paras. Correspon¬ 
dents Tish Pearlman and Liam 
Mayclem, who is also the co-ex¬ 
ecutive producer of QTV (Quality 
Television with Pride), helped ad¬ 
dress calls from all over the Bay 
Area. Pearlman interviewed actor, 
musician, and comic Lia Delaria 
about her career and recent 
Friends appearance. “I do all the 
friends,” Delaria joked. 

Although the show is not an

exclusively gay show, this week’s 
participants were loud, out, and 
proud on the late-night airways. 
“I’m a lesbian, a big dyke!” Keen- 
nan introduced herself to her new 
nightly audience. 

Hibernia Beach also discussed 
current news topics, such as the 
banning of all school clubs in 
Utah because students wanted to 
form a gay and lesbian club, and 
the “silly homosexual” who was 
in the news last week for support¬ 
ing Pat Buchanan. 

At about 1 a.m., Hibernia 
Beach gave a call to former Eagle 
Scout Keith Richardson to ask 
about his suit against the Boy 
Scouts of America for discriminat¬ 
ing against him because of his 
sexual orientation. [See story, 
page 20.] 

“My entire life was boxed up 
and shipped to them,” Richardson 
said, and he detailed the legal in¬ 
quires into his life and how litiga¬ 
tion could go on for another ten 
years. A listener called to ask why 


an organization should not have the 
right to hire or not hire whomever 
they want. “This is no even playing 
field,” McPherson said. 

Vickey, a gay transsexual ac¬ 
tivist, called into the show and 
brought up the issue of homosexu¬ 
al marriage. Her dilemma lies in 
the fact that now she’s a female 
lesbian and in California she is 
legally a woman, but “in some 
places I’m kinda nothing.” The 
hosts then called for action from 
the community to put an end to 
AB-1982, California’s proposal to 
ban gay marriages. 

Besides its weekly airings on 
105 FM, the show is also broad¬ 
cast live on the Internet and can 
receive e-mail at HB@hooked. 
net/glean at any time. ▼

Sometimes there are defects 
in a house that the homeowners 
no longer notice, such as small 
leaks in the roof or a basement 
that only gets damp when it 
rains.

San Jose Gay Pol 
Appeals to SF 
Gays and Lesbians 

Candidates Come and Go, but Yeager Keeps Going

O penly gay candidate Ken 
Yeager is charging into 
the primary campaign to 
capture the Democratic 
nomination for the 25th District 
State Assembly district seat. He 
and his enthusiastic supporters are 
readying materials and volunteer 
crews for the final campaign ac¬ 
tivities leading up to the March 26 
election, he told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter in a recent interview. 

In the course of the campaign 
so far, former candidate Pete Car- 
illo has withdrawn from the race, 
and another aspirant has entered: 
Patricia Martinez-Roach, a 
kindergarten teacher who is ex¬ 
pected to draw much of the His¬ 
panic vote. 

The only Republican candidate 
is Lisa Sutton, a fundamentalist 
Christian. 

Yeager is in the race to stay, 
and is expanding his efforts be¬ 
yond his San Jose base, seeking 
funds from all Californians who 
support the election of another 
gay Assemblyperson. 

Prime in that effort is a San 
Francisco fundraiser at the home 
of John Newmeyer, located at 
2004 Gough Street, from 5:30 to 
7:30 p.m. on Tuesday, March 5. 
Newmeyer, an epidemiologist, 
was formerly active in the Haight- 
Ashbury Free Clinic. 

Yeager told the B.A.R. that con¬ 
tributions to date have totaled al¬ 
most $200,000 - but only $60,000 
of that is left, and much is left to 
accomplish. He has established a 
substantial base of funds and sup¬ 
porters, but additional money is 
needed to make his grass-roots 
style effective, he believes. 

Yeager said that the funds now 
being raised will go to direct mail 
and door-to-door appeals. One 
unique feature already being em¬ 
ployed is a “neighbor-to-neigh- 
bor” appeal in which volunteers 
mail letters to registered voters in 
the district, asserting their friend¬ 
ship with Yeager and urging a vote 
for a candidate who knows voters’ 
needs. 

Yeager’s knowledge of those 
needs, and his focus on improving 
educational and job training op¬ 


portunities, have increased 
through his participation on the 
Evergreen Community College 
District board of trustees. 

Yeager’s strength is attested to 
by the extensive list of individual 
and group supporters he boasts. 
They include Zoe Lofgren, elected 
to Congress in 1994, and Ron 
Gonzalez, Santa Clara County su¬ 
pervisor. Group support includes 
the Sierra Club, California NOW, 
and the California Nurse’s Associ¬ 
ation. Numerous other public ser¬ 
vice vocational groups have also 
pledged. 

The local and national gay or¬ 
ganizations BAYMEC (Bay Area 
Municipal Elections Committee), 
the Gay and Lesbian Victory 


Fund, and The Alliance have also 
declared for Yeager and brought 
him monetary support. 

Yeager and his staff have not 
seen anti-gay expression so far, 
but there is a rumor that such 
might appear in the last week of 
the campaign. If it does, it will be 
met with a strong response, he 
promised. ▼

‘Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell’ at Two

D on’t Ask, Don’t Tell” has 
hit the terrible twos. To 
“celebrate,” the Service- 
members Legal Defense 
Network (SLDN) released its sec¬ 
ond annual report on that failed 
policy at a February 27 news con¬ 
ference in Washington, DC. 

It “reveals a continuing pattern 
of abuse that has effectively ren¬ 
dered the current policy as bad as, 
if not worse than, its predeces¬ 
sors,” declared SLDN. 

Seven hundred and twenty two 
people were discharged under 
DADT in the first full fiscal year 
(FY 95, ending September 1995) 
in which it was in effect. That is a 
four year high. The Pentagon has 
admitted to spending at least $21 
million dollars pursuing these dis¬ 
charges. 

SLDN has documented 703 
abuses, including 28 “witch 
hunts” both here and at overseas 
bases. They are “blatant disregard 
of the policy’s limits” during those 
two years. 363 of them occurred in 
the last year alone. Some of the 
abuses led to discharges, others 
did not. 

The Air Force has become the 
most aggressive branch in pursu¬ 
ing homosexuals. It now “ac¬ 
counts for 32% of all gay dis¬ 
charges” but only 26% of total ac¬ 
tive duty personnel. Discharges 
are down in the Navy and have 
held steady in the Army and Ma¬ 
rine Corps. 

SLDN cited a 1994 Air Force 
memo which “instructs inquiry of¬ 
ficers to question parents about 
the sexual orientation of their chil¬ 
dren,” as well as an August 1995 
Department of Defense (DoD) 
memo by General Counsel Judith 
Miller which “greatly expands the 
scope of investigations beyond the 


original intent and letter” of 
DADT. 

Charges of homosexuality 
continue to be “used as a means 
of retaliation against anyone, re¬ 
gardless of their sexual orienta¬ 
tion.” But it is particularly used as 
a weapon against the growing 
presence of women in all ser¬ 
vices. Only 13% of military per¬ 
sonnel are female, yet women 
constitute 21% of all discharges 
and 30% of the cases SLDN has 
investigated. 

It cited one example of a pri¬ 
vate stationed in Korea who “re¬ 
ported that male soldiers assaulted 
and threatened to rape her, then 
spread false rumors that she was a 
lesbian.” Her commander chose to 
investigate the later insinuation 
rather than the assault. Only a vig¬ 
orous defense, and perhaps a 
change in command, brought the 
Army to drop its discharge pro¬ 
ceedings. 

SLDN believes “the Pentagon 
fuels witch hunts by responding 
slowly to them, if at all. The lack 
of an exclusionary rule” allows il¬ 
legally obtained evidence to be 
used in discharge proceedings, 
thus offering no disincentive to 
using that tactic. 

The group maintains that DoD 
“is not educating or adequately 
training commanders and their 
troops about the new policy and 
what it really means in their 
everyday lives.” It scolded the 
Pentagon for moving to stop clear 
violations of the policy only 
“when confronted with intense 
outside pressure from service- 
members’ families and their 
lawyers.” 

SLDN cautioned that their re¬ 
port is but the tip of the iceberg of 
anti-gay discrimination under 
DADT. Many of those harassed or 
discharged never contact the orga- 
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nization. Others are removed 
through less aggressive means 
“such as denial of reenlistment.” 

They offered ten administra¬ 
tive remedies “as a first step to 
bring (DoD) into compliance with 
the current law and regulation 
...(that) would improve the safety 
of servicemembers’ daily lives.” 
Those would not change the un¬ 
constitutional nature of the policy, 
which is being challenged in fed¬ 
eral court. 

The front page of the report 
carried a dire boxed warning to 
servicemembers who come under 
investigation. It urged them to say 
nothing and get legal help. “Say¬ 
ing or doing the wrong thing... 
could get you thrown in jail.” ▼ 

The Servicemembers Legal 
Defense Network coordi¬ 
nates legal assistance for 
those in the military threat¬ 
ened with charges of homo¬ 
sexuality.

PAGE 18-BAY AREA REPORTER-February 29, 1996 


Year of the Rat To Scamper through Town 


Gays, Lesbians Part of 
Worldwide Broadcast of 
Chinese New Year Parade

The Chinese Year of the Rat 
symbolizes success, sociability, 
and resourcefulness. And for 
local Asian gays and lesbians, this 
means that the doors to worldwide 
television have been swung open 
for the first time in the parade’s 
145-year history. 

An orchid-festooned float will 
be accompanied by a dozen, cos¬ 
tumed members of the Gay Asian 
Pacific Alliance (GAPA), dressed 
as ancient Chinese scholars. 
GAPA member Jeff Sead said the 
float is a depiction of a 4th-centu- 
ry A.D. poem entitled “Orchid 
Pavilion Preface.” 

Along with the GAPA contin¬ 
gent, the Gay Freedom Band and 
the Asian Pacifica Sisters, whose 
float will consist of a 15-foot 
moving phoenix, will also be in¬ 
cluded during the broadcast that 
starts at 6 p.m. on Saturday, March 
'2 on KTVU/Channel 2. The 145- 
year-old Chinese New Year Pa¬ 
rade is the largest parade of its 
kind outside of Asia. 

“It’s great for gay and lesbian 
visibility because it goes all 
around the world,” said Sead.

Asian & Pacific Islander 
Queers on the Internet

Asian & Pacific Islanders 
(A&PIs) seem to have found a 
new way to become more visible 
as gay, lesbian, bisexual, and 
transgendered groups or individu¬ 
als - the cyber space. 

More and more queer re¬ 
sources for A&PIs are showing up 
on the Internet through web or 
personal home pages, giving elec¬ 
tronic visibility to communities 
that have traditionally been less 
forthcoming about being “out.” 

One particular web page called 
“Kakasarian” (“of the same sex”) 
provides quite a comprehensive 
resource for gay and lesbian Fil¬ 
ipinos in the U.S. and overseas. It 
has been rated among the top five 
percent of all web pages by vari¬ 
ous web reviewers. 

“Kakasarian” presents both an 
historical and cultural perspective 
of Filipino homosexuality, and 
even includes an interesting study 
on the cruising behavior of Fil¬ 
ipino gay men. Recognizing that 
AIDS is significantly impacting 
Filipinos, the web page contains a 
listing of HIV/AIDS resources, 
both in the Philippines and the 
U.S. 

In a section aptly called “Flip 
Outs,” Filipino personalities who 
are “out” in the community are 
listed with brief bios, including 
Gerona Dancel and Patrick Lagon, 
who are part of couples suing 
Hawaii to legalize same-sex mar¬ 
riage; Melinda Paras, executive 
director of the National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force; and Jaime 
Geaga, AIDS activist and founder 
of the Filipino Task Force on 


AIDS in San Francisco. 

“Kakasarian” even has its own 
on-line magazine, which features 
various articles by web page au¬ 
thor Ken Ilio and other contribu¬ 
tors. Not to be outdone by other 
gay web pages, “Kakasarian” has 
a listing and description of gay 
bars and cruising areas both in the 
Philippines and in various U.S. 
cities. For the truly resource-hun¬ 
gry web page visitor, there are 
links to other Filipino and A&PI 
queer resources and personal 
homepages. 

Another fast-growing web 
page for gay and lesbian A&PIs is 
the “Queer Asian/Pacific Re¬ 
source,” which, like “Kakasari¬ 
an,” contains a wealth of informa¬ 
tion and listings on A&PI books, 
HIV/AIDS resources, events, 
homepages, and e-mail addresses 
of queer A&PIs. 

“Utopia: Southeast Asian Gay 
and Lesbian Resources” is a truly 


packed web page designed for 
queers in Cambodia, Hong Kong, 
Indonesia, Malaysia, Singapore, 
Taiwan, Thailand, and Vietnam. 
Like most other A&PI web pages, 
Utopia has a listing of HIV/AIDS 
resources and an interesting “safer 
sex in three easy steps” in English 
and Vietnamese. It has sounded a 
call for viewers to help translate 
the section in other Southeast 
Asian languages. Other features of 
Utopia include a “gAsian and 
LEZian” of the month, travel tips 
to Southeast Asia, message center 
and forum, and a gallery of pho¬ 
tographs of Southeast Asian men. 

It is interesting to note that 
most A&PI resources on the web 
provide links to each other, and 
make it a point to include every 
new web or home page that comes 
along - creating what could be a 
new and powerful worldwide 
community of Asian and Pacific 
Islander queers. T

Scouts Lose 
Employment 
Discrimination Hearing

The Chicago Commission on 
Human Relations (CHR) unani¬ 
mously ruled Wednesday, Febru¬ 
ary 21 the Boy Scouts’ ban on gay 
employees violates the city’s 
Human Rights Ordinance. 

The commission ordered the 
Chicago Area Council of Boy 
Scouts America to immediately 
stop enforcing its “discriminatory 
policy” in Chicago and begin giv¬ 
ing gay and job applicants equal 
consideration. 

CHR also told the Scouts to 
pay a $100 fine to the city and 
$500 to Keith Richardson, who 
brought the case against them in 
1992 after he was told that, as a 
gay man, he was dis¬ 
qualified from work¬ 
ing for the Scouts. 

The Boy Scouts 
has a national policy 
against having gay 
and lesbian people as 
employees, volun¬ 
teers, or scouts; the 
CHR ruling is en¬ 
forceable only in 
Chicago, but Richard¬ 
son predicted the impact of the 
ruling will be felt beyond Chica¬ 
go. The ruling is the first in the 
nation involving the Scouts’ anti¬ 
gay employment policies. Previ¬ 
ous court cases involving their

anti-gay rules involved gay men 
who wanted to become volun¬ 
teers, a matter upon which courts 
have differed. 

“For an organization that 
teaches important concepts to a 
fourth of American youth to be 
forced to change its policy is a 
great step forward in educating 
people that discrimination is not 
proper,” Richardson said. 

‘False Myths’ 

When Richardson applied for a 
job with the Chicago Scouts in 
1992, he was told there was “no 
way” the Scouts would employ a 
gay man. Richardson, the former 
national vice president of Explor¬ 
ers Scouts, then filed a complaint

under the Human Rights Ordi¬ 
nance, which prohibits discrimi¬ 
nation on the basis of sexual ori¬ 
entation. 

The Scouts had argued that as a 
religious organization it has a con¬ 
stitutional right to discriminate 
against gays and lesbians. But the 
commission rejected that argu¬ 
ment, stating that “none of the 
documents which describe the 
purpose or mission of Scouting 
emphasize the primacy of reli¬ 
gious training or content.” 

The commission also rejected 
the Scouts’ contention that the 
presence of gays in the Scouting 
program could influence young 
men to change their sexual orien¬ 
tation, stating that such beliefs are 
based upon “false myths.” 

The Scouts tried to present op¬ 
position to homosexuality as a 
major tenet of its belief structure. 
But CHR found that there is “no 
evidence that opposition to homo¬ 
sexuality was an express goal, sig¬ 
nificant or otherwise, of Scouting. 
... Not a single witness testified 
that as a part of his Scouting expe¬ 
rience, he was taught that homo¬ 
sexuality was immoral. In con¬ 
trast, numerous witnesses testified 
that the issue of homosexuality 
was never mentioned throughout 
their Scouting experience.” 

In fact, CHR said. Boy Scout 
guidelines bar Scouting leaders 
from discussing “sex and family 
life” with Scouts, stating that such 
instruction “is not construed to be 
Scouting’s proper area.” 

The commission also noted 
that, until 1993, the Scouts never 
even had a clearly stated ban on 
gay employees; Richardson had 
applied for his job in 1992. But 
Scout officials said long-standing 
regulations requiring that Scout 
employees be “morally straight” 
and “clean” were targeted in part 
at barring gays and lesbians. CHR 


rejected that claim. 

Besides, CHR said, “Any inter¬ 
est that the Chicago Area Council 
of the Boy Scouts of American 
[sic] might have in expressing a 
viewpoint that homosexuality is 
immoral by refusing to hire em¬ 
ployees based upon their sexual 
orientation is overridden by the 
City of Chicago’s interest in erad¬ 
icating the debilitating effects of 
employment discrimination 
against its gay and lesbian popula¬ 
tion.” 

‘Hundreds of Thousands 
of Dollars’ 

Under the 12-0 ruling, the 
Scouts must also pay the legal fees 
incurred by Richardson’s attor¬ 
neys, an amount to be 
determined later. 
Roger Leishman, di¬ 
rector of the Gay and 
Lesbian Rights Pro¬ 
ject of the Illinois 
American Civil Lib¬ 
erties Union, which 
represented Richard¬ 
son, said the fees are 
in “the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars.” 

The only victory for the Scouts 
was the commission’s decision to 
limit Richardson’s financial award 
to $500 because, it determined, 
the Scouts would not have hired 
Richardson even if it did not have 
anti-gay policies. 

Richardson had previously 
worked in a gay bathhouse and in 
two gay bars where X-rated 
videos were shown; CHR ruled 
that, under Scout rules, that type 
of employment would have “dis¬ 
qualified” Richardson from em¬ 
ployment with the Scouts, 
whether he was gay or straight. 

CHR also ruled that Richard¬ 
son applied for his job with the 
Scouts solely to challenge the 
Scouts’ anti-gay policy. 

Richardson continued to assert 
last week that he had indeed been 
seeking employment with the 
Scouts. 

The Scouts will appeal the de¬ 
cision, said Richard Walker, na¬ 
tional spokesman for the National 
Council of Boy Scouts of Ameri¬ 
ca, based in Irving, Texas. 

“Obviously, we are disappoint¬ 
ed the ruling did not go in our 
favor,” he said. “Scouting has the 
right as a private organization to 
maintain and promulgate the tradi¬ 
tional values held by our members 
and supported since 1910. Obvi¬ 
ously, our next step is an appeal in 
the Illinois courts.” 

Lehman responded that he 
hoped the organization would use 
its resources more wisely. 

“It’s our hope that the Boy 
Scouts will now recognize that 
their hiring policies are discrimi¬ 
natory and have nothing to do 
with Scouting’s core mission,” he 
said. 

“The money that they spent on 
this lawsuit could have been better 
used toward Scouting’s youth pro¬ 
grams.” ▼

Buchanan’s Dirty 
Tricks and 

Homophobia Uncovered

A long distance company is 
making sure voters can make at 
least one clear connection this year. 
San Francisco-based Working As¬ 
sets released information Friday, 
February 23 that connects presi¬ 
dential candidate Patrick Buchanan 
to his past exploitation of homo- 
phobic innuendo for political gain. 
The information was uncovered at 
the Nixon Archives in Washington, 
D.C. by Jeff Gillenkirk, news edi¬ 
tor of Working Assets Online, the 
company’s Internet publication. 

Buchanan, as a White House 
staffer during President Richard 
Nixon’s reelection campaign, re¬ 
cruited then-Republican Party 
Chairman Senator Bob Dole in his 
attack campaigns against Nixon’s 
primary opponents - in both par¬ 
ties. Memos from Buchanan to 
Nixon and other White House per¬ 
sonnel suggested a variety of 
smear campaigns during that peri¬ 
od, one of which was aimed at Re¬ 
publican Congressman Pete Mc- 
Closkey’s insurgent campaign 
against Nixon in New Hampshire.

HIVC 
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A Victory in 
Ohio: Gays 
Retain Right 
To Adopt 


United Press International 

The Ohio State Senate defeat¬ 
ed an attempt to prohibit gay peo¬ 
ple from becoming adoptive or 
foster parents in its final version 
of a bill that otherwise overhauls 
the state’s adoption process. 

The controversial amendment 
to prohibit adoptions by anyone 
“who practices homosexuality or 
is participating in a same-gender 
marriage or domestic partnership” 
was tabled February 15, effective¬ 
ly killing it. 

Senator Gary Suhadolnik, R- 
Strongville, sponsored the amend¬ 
ment and said it would have 
passed if put to a roll call vote. 

“Nobody wants to talk about 
this,” he told the Columbus Dis¬ 
patch. “They find it uncomfort¬ 
able or unpleasant. Voting to table 
was their way of hiding.” 

Suhadolnik introduced his 


amendment because Ohio law 
permits adoptions by unmarried 
people and a recent state Supreme 
Court decision upheld a gay man’s 
adoption of an eight-year-old boy 
with leukemia. 

“I don’t believe homosexuals 
are the proper role model or [pro¬ 
vide] the proper environment to 
raise a child,” Suhadolnik said. 

Senator Judy Sheerer, D-Shak- 
er Heights, criticized Suhadolnik 
for not bringing his concerns be¬ 
fore the governor’s task force on 
adoptions, which studied the issue 
for a year before the adoption bill 
was drafted. 

The bill would decrease the 
time it takes to adopt a child, es¬ 
tablish statewide procedures to re¬ 
place county-by-county rules, 
provide more safeguards for birth 
parents and adopted children, and 
give greater access to information 
about adoptions. T

The magical community of sacred clowns and radical faeries has lost one more of its own with the 
passing of our beloved Glen, who died at home in the early morning sunshine surrounded by friends. 
As one of the long-term survivors of HIV infection, he had fought the disease valiantly both personally 
and professionally for nearly fifteen years. 

Bom in Johannesburg. South Africa. Glen's path led him on vital missions through dozens of coun¬ 
tries throughout the world. After graduating from the University of the Witwatersrand he completed 
MSW degrees at Rutgers and UC Santa Barbara, where he helped found the Freedom Clinic to provide 
.services to low-income indigent people. He completed his doctorate in public health at UC Berkeley, 
focusing his dissertation on "Homophobia in the Health Professions" at a time when lesbians and gay 
men were only beginning to demand equal health care. 

He was Chief of the San Francisco Public Health Department's Health Promotion Bureau for several 
years, after stints teaching at San Francisco State University and working with the Northern California 
Cancer Society. 

In 1989. he co-authored a paper on AIDS delivered at the World Conference on Health Education in 
Dublin. Ireland, where delegates from over one hundred countries heard of the pioneering work 
being done in the San Francisco Bay area. Partly as a result of that international exposure, he and his 
friends. Michael Helquist and John David Dupree, were recruited into an international HIV/AIDS pre¬ 
vention project. AIDSCOM. for which Glen provided the vision as Project Director from 1987 until 1991, 
when he retired on disability and returned to his beloved San Francisco home. 

He worked with the Gay Buddhist Fellowship and helped form the Buddhist ADIS Project. He was 
also a long-time Shanti Project volunteer and a devoted Radical Faerie. 

His spirit and sense of humor has helped guide HIV/AIDS prevention, treatment and compassion¬ 
ate care initiatives all over the world. He co-edited a special issue of the International Journal of 
Public Health devoted to HIV/AIDS disease and distributed to all comers of the globe. 

Countless friends and family members rallied around him throughout his illness, but particularly 
during the last year, when his condition began deteriorating dramatically. He was grateful for the 
faithful advice and attention he received from his two primary care providers, Michael Brennan. David 
Drennan. as well as his Shanti volunteer and friend.

T his is turning out to be a 
fine year for homophobic 
legislation. While not 
dominating the headlines, 
as it did during the awful “gays in 
the military” debate of 1992, at¬ 
tempts to drive gay rights off the 
map are developing at a brisk 
pace. Much of this is connected 
with fighting off the possible im¬ 
pact of the legalization of queer 
marriages in Hawaii, but some of 
it is just freelance gay-bashing. 
Whether it’s the American Family 
Association’s attacks on the Texas 
Triangle, Austin’s gay paper, or 
the attempts by Utah to ban all 
high school clubs (since they can’t 
just close down the gay ones), it’s 
pretty clearly become open season 
on homosexuals. 

The panic over the possibility 
that Hawaii will allow gays to get 
married has sparked a passel of 
laws against recognizing such 
unions. Utah has already passed 
such a bill and signed it into law. 
And California, of all places, has 
passed such a bill in its House. It 
has yet to make it through the Sen¬ 
ate, where it faces a less support- * 
ive Democratic majority. Howev¬ 
er, if it does, there is little doubt 
the Governor Wilson will sign it. 
After all, just because he dropped 
out of the 1996 presidential race 
doesn’t mean that he’s given up on 
the one in 2000! 

Washington State is in an iden¬ 
tical situation to California, with 
the anti-gay marriage bill having 
passed through the House and 
now sitting before a less sympa¬ 
thetic Senate. There, at least, the 
governor has vowed to veto it if

it’s passed. In South Dakota a 
committee rejected such a ban, 
but the House voted it up anyway, 
49-18. Colorado, Idaho, New 
Mexico and South Carolina all 
have gay marriage-ban bills in 
progress. According to the spon¬ 
sor of the South Carolina bill, 
“The law is not at all clear. We 
want to make sure these mar¬ 
riages from other states are not 
recognized here.” 

Unfortunately for the gay mar¬ 
riage banners, the law is very 
clear; marriages sanctioned by one 
state must be recognized by the 
others. Attempts to deny this 
recognition because of who will 
be getting it are blatantly illegal. 
Thus, the Utah law and the Cali¬ 
fornia law and all the other laws 
are almost certain to be challenged 
... and challenged successfully. 

Sneaky blow 

Of course, this assumes that 
Hawaii will allow gays to get mar¬ 
ried, which I find somewhat ques¬ 
tionable. That state is being 
pressed by a lawsuit, but is look¬ 
ing to find some way to satisfy 
that suit without allowing queer 
weddings. 

Currently it looks like some 
sort of compromise, with Hawaii 
providing very extensive domestic 
partner benefits but not allowing 
marriage, will be worked out. This 
would be a significant benefit for 
gay couples in Hawaii, but no big 
gain for anyone else. It would also 
make all these marriage ban laws 
useless as well as illegal. 

But such is the state of panic 
induced by the possibility of legal 
gay marriages that all such consid¬ 
erations get pushed aside. One 
may wonder that so many state 
legislatures have so much time 
and energy to spend on mere pos¬ 
sibilities, but these are very high- 
profile possibilities. And the bit¬ 
terly contested Republican prima¬ 
ry has placed them in an even 
more prominent light. 

It was no accident that a major 
anti-homosexual rally was held 
just before the Iowa caucuses. 
Every single candidate was either 
present or sent a letter lauding the 
efforts of the organizers. Even 
Bob Dole, ungrateful recipient of 
$1,000 of Uncle Tom’s Cabin Gay 
Republican dollars, sent his bless¬ 
ings. Given the influence of the re¬ 
ligious right on the campaign, ho¬ 
mophobia has become one of the 
standard platform pieces of every 
candidate. 

This anti-gay atmosphere has 
spread beyond the campaign. In 
Texas the American Family Asso¬ 
ciation has targeted the Texas Tri¬ 
angle, the Austin gay paper, for 
assault. This is a bit of a change 
for homophobes, who typically go 
after homosexuals where we inter¬ 
act with non-gays, rather than 
rooting after us in our own com¬ 
munities. It is a clever and poten¬ 
tially crippling move, for if gay 
papers can be shut down by out¬ 
side forces, it’s hard to see how 
our community will hold together 
very long. 

The Triangle has been bearing 


up well under the attack, working 
to keep its advertisers. But the 
AFA got in a sneaky blow. It turns 
out that a cartoonist for the Trian¬ 
gle was also the graphics editor 
for - gasp - the children’s section 
of the Fort Worth Star Telegram. 
And that he did a cartoon that 
mentioned NAMBLA (the North 
American Man/Boy Love Associ¬ 
ation). The fact that he was trash¬ 
ing NAMBLA, it turned out, did¬ 
n’t make much difference. 

No clubs 

The Star Telegram acted with 
great deliberation. It moved the 
offending artist, Todd Camp, away 
from his position (where he’d won 
great acclaim) sideways to the fea¬ 
ture section. Thus, he wasn’t being 
demoted or punished. But neither 
was he, an openly gay man, being 
allowed to stay in contact with 
children. The paper denied that it 
was responding to an anti-gay 
complaint, somewhat illogically. 
Camp will be allowed to continue 
working for the paper, though I 
wouldn’t count on his getting any 
promotions. And he’s no longer 
going to be drawing cartoons for 
the Triangle A 

So, as far as an attack on the 
paper, it wasn’t really much. 
They’ve lost the talent of a single 
cartoonist. But in terms of the 
public relations value of the whole 
campaign, it was a significant vic¬ 
tory for the AFA, which at very lit¬ 
tle expense caused a rather large 
outbreak of very public homopho¬ 
bia. 

Texas is generally a pretty con¬ 
servative state, although Austin is 
usually an exception. But in Utah 
the conservatives rule outright. 
Recently they had to deal with a 
gay and lesbian club formed in a 
high school. It was clear to the 
state legislature that such a phe¬ 
nomenon could not be permitted. 
But as they began to consider how 
to undo it, they ran across a simple 
and unfortunately rather effective 
barrier: you can’t ban a club just 
because it allows people you don’t 
consider worthy. 

So, after an afternoon’s debate, 
they came up with an answer: ban 
all high school clubs, from sports 
to sewing to singing to everything. 
This solution quite effectively gets 
around the problems of the consti¬ 
tutionality of banning just the 
queers. 

They may, however, have gone 
too far, even for that ultraconserv¬ 
ative, theocratic state. Many high 
school students, while they have 
no sympathy for homosexuals, 
still don’t like giving up their 
clubs and have begun to protest. 
This is something of a first for 
Utah. 

Where will it end? Will Utah 
have to give in and allow gay 
clubs? Will attempts to ban them 
lead instead to a grassroots revolt 
against the Mormon legislators? 
Or will the generalized homopho¬ 
bia continue to run against com¬ 
mon sense - and the law? 

It’s hard to say. These are ex¬ 
citing times we live in...and dan¬ 
gerous. ▼

T his is the third in a series of 
periodic articles about the 
importance and challenges 
of developing an AIDS 
vaccine. Future articles will ad¬ 
dress some of the specific issues 
involved, including design of HIV 
vaccine efficacy trials, selecting 
subjects for trials, maximizing 
community involvement, protect¬ 
ing human subjects, identifying 
and mitigating social harm, and 
recruiting and retaining volun¬ 
teers. This one focuses on commu¬ 
nity and individual involvement. 

Two weeks ago. Dr. Anthony 
Fauci, Director of the National In¬ 
stitute of Allergy and Infectious 
Diseases (NIAID), made national 
news by presenting his institute’s 
strategic plan for HIV vaccine re¬ 
search and development. A major 
thrust of this plan is to formulate 
joint development plans with vac¬ 
cine companies that give specific 
milestones to advance each vaccine 
approach into larger clinical trials. 
This would avoid the last-minute 
decision-making that derailed the 
gpl20 trials in 1994, and provide 
manufacturers of candidate vac¬ 
cines with criteria in advance to be 
met. Dr. Dino Dina of Chiron- 
Biocene stated at the same meeting 
that the industry cannot tolerate “a 
moving target.” Both Drs. Fauci 
and Dina emphasized that a public 
and private partnership would be 
essential to share the risks and ex¬ 
penses of developing an AIDS vac¬ 
cine. Of course. Dr. Fauci’s speech 
also stated NIAID’s commitment 
to strengthening collaborations 
with other private and public orga¬ 
nizations, such as community and 
activist groups, foundations, and 
international bodies. 

As an example. Dr. Fauci 
showed the joint development plan 
with Pasteur-Merieux-Connaught 
and Biocene, which is moving 
rapidly from Phase 1 to Phase 2 
safety and immunogenicity test¬ 
ing. This is a “prime-plus-boost” 
approach where uninfected people 
are immunized first with a vaccine 
to prime one part of the immune 
system, then boosted later with a 
second vaccine that stimulates the 
other major source of immunity. 
The “priming” is done with the 
Pasteur-Merieux vaccine based on 
a canarypox virus, which is harm¬ 
less to humans, that has been ge¬ 
netically engineered to express 
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several HIV proteins. This vaccine 
has been shown to stimulate some 
cellular recognition of HIV. Injec¬ 
tions of the priming vaccine are 
followed by one or more booster 
of HIV envelope vaccine, Chiron- 
Biocene gpl20, which induces an¬ 
tibodies. The idea is to stimulate 
these two arms of the immune sys¬ 
tem, which should be desirable for 
protection from an infection that 
may need to control infected cells 
and free virus. 

So it looks as if the canarypox 
approach is being moved onto the 
fast track toward Phase 2 trials in 
several hundred low and higher- 
risk individuals, with an eye to¬ 
ward possible large efficacy trials 
with several thousand at-risk indi¬ 
viduals in 1998, much sooner that 
people had been expecting. 

This prospect means that it is 
high time for communities like 
ours, where trials are likely to 
occur, to begin discussion of the 
scientific, social, ethical, and po¬ 
litical considerations of HIV vac¬ 
cine trials. 

In 1994, at about the same time 
gpl 20 was put on hold domestical¬ 
ly, a working group convened by 
the AIDS Action Foundation, 
under the leadership of Derek 
Hodel, now at GMHC, developed 
a very important document about 
these very issues. (HIV Preventive 
Vaccines: Social, Ethical, and Po¬ 
litical Considerations for Domestic 
Efficacy Trials. Report of a Work¬ 
ing Group Convened by the AIDS 
Action Foundation, July 1994.) 

The working group was a 
model of collaboration and coop¬ 
eration among a broad range of 
community representatives, scien¬ 
tists, ethicists, and government, in 
the belief that the development of 
a vaccine against HIV demands 
unprecedented collaboration. 
Their stated intention was to help 
shape federal policies and foster 
informed conversation among the 
public at large and in the local 
communities that will be targeted 
for these trials. 

The report begins with an im¬ 
portant statement of principle: 

“An ethical HIV vaccine effi¬ 
cacy trial requires a partnership 
among individual participants, 
their communities, investigators, 
and trial sponsors. Mutual obliga¬ 
tions flow from this partnership, 
bom of a common goal of ending 
the HIV epidemic. 

“At the outset, an ethical clini¬ 
cal trial must reasonably be expect¬ 
ed to answer the questions posed. 
Thus, an ethical vaccine efficacy 


How To Get Involved Now 

Preliminary research, critical to determine the feasibility of 
conducting vaccine efficacy trials in various populations at risk, 
is being done in San Francisco through the HIVNET vaccine 
preparedness studies at the San Francisco Health Department, 
and Project LinCS (Linking Communities and Scientists) at the 
UCSF Center for AIDS Prevention Studies (CAPS), which is an 
in-depth study of the San Francisco gay community. 

You can get involved in this process early by joining the 
Community Advisory Board (CAB) of HIVNET, which meets 
once a month at the Health Department (call the CAB at 703- 
6438 or the Health Department Research Branch at 554-9030;

trial must be designed to be the 
most efficient and humane means 
of addressing scientific uncertainty, 
to demonstrate whether the candi¬ 
date vaccine is safe and effective. 

“Conducting an ethical vaccine 
efficacy trial must be the result of 
having favorably weighed the po¬ 
tential for scientific knowledge 
(against the consequences of not 
acquiring such information) and 
the financial, social, and human 
costs associated with conducting 
(or not conducting) such a trial. 

“Just as deployment of a suc¬ 
cessful vaccine will complement 
other HIV prevention and treatment 
strategies, vaccine research must 
complement other HIV prevention 
and treatment research. Vaccine tri¬ 
als must be designed to enhance, 
not to impede or diminish, other 
HIV prevention programs. 

“An HIV vaccine efficacy trial is 
a public health effort requiring coor¬ 
dination and support beyond the do¬ 
main of any single agency or insti¬ 
tute; it must involve local and feder¬ 
al public health agencies and private 
partners, including industry.” 

HIV vaccine efficacy trials 
should begin only when there is 
sufficient scientific justification to 
proceed and when community fea¬ 
sibility has been demonstrated. 
The decision to commence HIV 
vaccine efficacy trials must be the 
product of a partnership involving 
scientists, government officials, 
research sponsors, and members 
of communities at risk. T

plastic ring around the opening 
and a smaller ring around the 
closed end. According to the in¬ 
structions provided to study par¬ 
ticipants, it is worn internally (in¬ 
side the anal canal of the “recep¬ 
tive partner,” or bottom) instead of 
the way condoms are usually 
worn, externally (on the penis of 
“the insertive partner,” or top). 

Although the Chicago men ex¬ 
pressed a high degree of satisfac¬ 
tion with what was then called the 
“Aegis,” and evidence showed it 
was probably safe and effective, 
the Food and Drug Administration 
refused in 1992 even to consider it 
for possible use in preventing HIV 
transmission during anal sex. 

The FDA agency panel that 
quashed the Aegis approved a Pre- 
Marketing Approval application 
for the vaginal use of the device, 
and two years later cleared it for 
over-the-counter sales - the iden¬ 
tical product, but with a different 
instruction book - as the Reality 
brand “female condom.” 

The company cannot legally 
promote the device for anal sex, 
even indirectly, so gay men have 
remained mostly uninformed 
about it. And allegedly the FDA’s 
decision to prevent that potential¬ 
ly lifesaving information from 


getting out was deliberate, and 
based upon squeamishness about 
the mechanics of how the virus is 
spread, on archaic laws, and on 
homophobia. 

A spokeswoman at Female 
Health Company, which manufac¬ 
tures Reality/Aegis, told the Bay 
Area Reporter that FHC President 
Mary Ann Lieper was explicitly 
told at an FDA obstetrics/gynecol¬ 
ogy department Device and Diag¬ 
nostics panel meeting, “Because 
sodomy is illegal in many states, 
we cannot support a male con¬ 
dom.” 

‘Not very reasonable’ 

Ben Schatz, executive director 
of the San Francisco-based Gay 
and Lesbian Medical Association, 
said the admission of analphobia 
at the FDA “doesn’t surprise me, 
but it does appall me. 

“If that’s true, it’s an outra¬ 
geous abuse of federal power.” 

Dr. Lillian Yin, who still heads 
the department at the FDA, told 
the B.A.R. data on the Aegis study 
at the Howard Brown Memorial 
Clinic were “never brought in for 
approval,” and that “we would 
have no problem” with studying 
the concept of Reality as an anal 
HIV barrier. 

“But I was told,” she added, 
“that the inner ring was not very 
... reasonable for anal tissue. 


“That’s the extent I heard.” 

FHC spokeswoman Holly 
Sherman says the information was 
never brought in for Yin’s ap¬ 
proval because the fate of the 
Aegis had already been made 
known at the panel meeting. Two 
years earlier “they approved the 
guidelines and protocol” for the 
Howard Brown study, she told the 
B.A.R ., then refused to carry it 
over into the next phase after the 
study was done. 

Despite what Yin may have 
heard, some users of the “female 
condom” for male-male sex report 
it is very ... reasonable, with 
many advantages over latex con¬ 
doms. As a polyurethane plastic, it 
carries no restriction on the kind 
of lubricant partners can use - al¬ 
though health expects agree 
water-based is still healthier - and 
has no unpleasant taste or odor. 
Although its plastic is nearly inde¬ 
structible, it feels thinner than 
Saran Wrap and many times thin¬ 
ner than latex condoms, so it 
transmits heat faster and sensation 
better. 

Reality doesn’t make sex per¬ 
fect again, of course, but as Steve 
Gibson at the Stop AIDS Project 
told the B.A.R., “It’s another op¬ 
tion.. 

“It’s a question of what works 
for you.” 

Those who have tried and like 
the internal condom say it is a rel¬ 
atively simple matter to put the 
Aegis into place, after which the 
smaller ring and internal muscles 
automatically keep it from dis¬ 


lodging; the larger ring on the out¬ 
side of the body is the opening for 
the penis - or can be opened wider 
for oral-anal contact, providing 
protection against cryptosporidio- 
sis. 

Users also say it adds spon¬ 
taneity since it doesn’t require 
fumbling between erection and 
penetration. 

Timothy J. Rodrigues of the 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation 
lauded another advantage, saying 
that “anything that puts choice 
into the hands of the bottom - and 
frees him from having to argue 
with a top about putting on a con¬ 
dom - we could support.” 

Moreover, according to a vol¬ 
unteer who distributes Reality 
condoms in Philadelphia as part of 
the Gay and Latino AIDS Educa¬ 
tion’s Midnight Cowboy program, 
the option of advance insertion 
has many advantages. Hassan J. 
Gibbs told the Philadelphia In¬ 
quirer in January that sex workers 
“really like female condoms be¬ 
cause they can be inserted prior to 
the sexual act. 

“And if it’s dark enough, the 
johns never even know.” 

By ’Scrip or Clinic 

Chicago and Seattle have also 
initiated Reality condom distribu¬ 
tion programs. Now the California 
state AIDS Office has begun pro¬ 
viding Reality condoms to clients 
at some health clinic, including 
some in San Francisco. Originally 
the city clinics provided them only 
to female clients, but the program 
has been broadened this week to 
include men as well. Dr. Mitch 
Katz, M.D, director of the San 
Francisco AIDS Office, confirmed 
to the B.A.R. a memo to that ef¬ 
fect is being drafted for distribu¬ 
tion throughout the city’s clinics. 

Now a foreseeable problem, 
expressed by Supervisor Tom Am- 
miano’s aide Lauri Irving, is that 
the condom giveaway could prove 
so popular among male San Fran¬ 
ciscans that “the few scant re¬ 
sources allotted for women and 
AIDS issues will be spent on gay 
men. 

“I’m all for passing them out if 
they save lives,” Irving said, “but 
I worry about diverting funds 
from women and not replacing 
them. We should focus on expand¬ 
ing resources.” 

Fortunately, health clinics are 
not the only place to find Reality. 
They are available at retail drug 
stores at around three dollars each, 
and there is the additional option 
of MediCal reimbursement for 
those who are eligible and who 
can find a doctor willing to write 
the prescription for the device 
(MediCal billing code X6; product 
code 9914P; manufacturer’s code 
11423X6) for a non FDA-ap¬ 
proved use.

Francisco physician, told the 
B.A.R., “As a physician I would 
want to do anything possible to 
protect my patients from HIV in¬ 
fection.” And as for it being used 
for anal, rather than vaginal, sex, 
she said, “We prescribe all sorts of 
substances that are ‘off-label’ [for 
non-approved uses] because we 
know they work. If I had evidence 
that this condom worked, I would 
be happy to prescribe it. 

“That data should be made 
available.” 

Seminal Fluid Exposure 

The data made available to the 
B.A.R., taken from the study car¬ 
ried out by the Howard Brown 
Memorial Clinic in Chicago, 
yielded very promising results. 
None of the men reported dislodg- 
ment, and close examination of 
the anal condoms found no rips or 
tears after sex. 

When the Reality’s disease 
prevention properties were tested 
in 1990 by San Francisco AIDS 
researcher Dr. Marcus Conant and 
two colleagues, its plastic was 
found to be impermeable to both 
cytomegalovirus and HIV. Anoth¬ 
er study found that women’s vagi¬ 
nal exposure to seminal fluid be¬ 
cause of dislodgment dropped 
from 8.1 percent of the time when 
a Trojan was used, to 2.7 when a 
Reality was used. Breakage was 
also less common with Reality 
than with Trojan Enz. 

“No sperm in vagina with 
proper use,” is how the study’s 
overview summarized its findings. 

Despite the data, most public 
health administrators and supervi¬ 
sors seem unaware that Reality 
condoms can be used for anal sex. 
With the exception of Stop AIDS’s 
Gibson, none of the officials and 
educators contacted by the B.A.R. 
knew of the six-year-old Aegis 
study. Victor Zonona, spokesper¬ 
son for Health and Human Ser¬ 
vices Secretary Donna Shalala in 
Washington, said he had literally 
no concept of Reality, for vaginal 
or anal sex. 

Zonona, a former reporter for 
the Los Angeles Times, pointed out 
that George Bush was still in the 
White House when the FDA panel 
shut off further research for Aegis. 
“It’s a shame,” he said. ‘This ad¬ 
ministration believes every new 
infection is a wasted infection. 
I’ve heard the secretary say it; I’ve 
heard the president say it.” 

AIDS czar Patsy Fleming and 
White House Gay Liaison Marsha 
Scott did not answer the B.A.R. ’s 
calls by presstime. 

San Francisco AIDS activist 
Michael Petrelis became the first 
male to ask for the internal con¬ 
doms at the city health clinics, 
which led to a brief inquiry by the 
city’s Human Rights Commission 
into whether the refusal to his re¬ 
quest constituted sex discrimina¬ 
tion, before the policy was 
changed. 

Petrelis said he is outraged that 
the federal government stopped 
progress on the Aegis because of 
blatant homophobia, and also de¬ 
rided health officials for not fully 
investigating the Reality, which he 
blamed on “the de-gaying of 
AIDS” and homophobia. 

“According to the most recent 
annual report put out by the San 
Francisco AIDS Office (in 1991- 
92) people with AIDS in this city 
are 98 percent male,” he said in a 
recent interview. “Eighty-six per¬ 
cent of them got it through male- 
male sex - and there’s this won¬ 
derful thing out there that can save 
lives, but because they’re called 
‘female condoms’ even our gay 
public health officials don’t know 
what they are, or that they’ve al¬ 
ready been studied for anal sex.” 

Next, he said, he may file a 
class action lawsuit to make the 
internal condoms available to men 
statewide. 

“How many gay people must 
contract HIV/AIDS through anal 
sex,” he asked, “before the author¬ 
ities think we can handle Reali¬ 
ty?” ▼

as one of 18 workers chosen from 
some 2,200 applicants. 

“It was my first important job,” 
Nuno said. “It was important to 
me. 

“I was very happy to work for 
the nation’s largest retailer.” 

But about six weeks into the 
job, Nuno realized that his future 
with the corporation was not as 
bright as he first believed. 

“My immediate supervisor 
took a dislike to me after he be¬ 
came aware of my sexual orienta¬ 
tion,” Nuno told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

Nuno said the harassment ini¬ 
tially began with the supervisor 
riding him to work harder, but 
then quickly turned into blatant 
anti-gay job discrimination. 

“He picked on me and pushed 
me to do more work, in hopes that 
I would quit,” Nuno said, “but in¬ 
stead I excelled and became the 
number one department manager.” 


In one instance, the supervisor 
told other workers that Nuno’s de¬ 
partment - the largest department 
in the Merced WalMart - was the 
“queer’s department.” In another 
instance he rolled his eyes and 
made mocking effeminate ges¬ 
tures, replete with a limp-wristed 
hand gesture, while talking about 
Nuno to other workers. 

Nuno also endured jibes and 
epithets such as “panty waist” and 
“fucking fruitcake,” was told that 
he was “sick and disgusting” be¬ 
cause of his sexual orientation - 
and once when a stack of brooms 
collapsed, he was ridiculed, sexu¬ 
ally harassed, and humiliated in 
front of other managers by a com¬ 
ment that he would enjoy one of 
the brooms “shoved up his ass,” 
according to the lawsuit. 

Nuno notified his supervisors 
that he could not longer take the 
anti-gay harassment and resigned 
in September 1995 - and notified 
his employer he intended to sue. 

Nuno’s attorney Paul Wotman 
told the Bay Area Reporter that 
the firm had refused to respond to 


any attempt to resolve the matter 
out of court, leaving Nuno with no 
option but to proceed with the 
lawsuit. Both Nuno’s direct super¬ 
visor and the store manager were 
from WalMart national headquar¬ 
ters in Arkansas, he said. 

Nuno, whose family is open 
and supportive of his sexual orien¬ 
tation, said the incident has been 
especially difficult for his parents. 

“They’re from the old world 
and it’s hard to talk about unless 
it’s absolutely necessary,” he told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “But my 
parents and family are supportive 
of me, not only financially but 
emotionally.” 

Discrimination in employment 
on the basis of sexual orientation 
is a violation of state and federal 
statutes, Wotman told the B.A.R. 

A juiy recently awarded $15 
million in punitive damages to a 
woman who was the victim of 
worksite sexual harassment by a 
supervisor for the national retailer. 
The damages award was later 
trimmed to $5 million, Wotman 
said. T

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etter Off Dead? 

David Rousseve’s The Whispers of Angels 


by Wendell Ricketts 

T he most curious aspect of David Rousseve’s The Whispers of Angels, which received its West 
Coast premiere at Zellerbach Hall last weekend, is that Rousseve’s combination of first-class 
ingredients — dancers like Julie Tolentino Wood, an original score by Me’Shell NdegeOcello, 
gospel music sung live onstage by the charismatic Lynette Dupree, and Debby Lee Cohen’s su¬ 
perb set — ultimately results in such an unimpressive stew. 

Part of the problem may be that the sprawling saga Rousseve tries to tell in Whispers — nothing less than 
the entire history of the African Diaspora and of African Americans in the U.S. from slavery to the present, 
as told through his hero’s family narrative — is just too much story. If so, Rousseve wouldn’t be the first 
artist to have his material get the better of him. And part of it may simply be that, as one of the most im¬ 
portant figures working in the genre of dance-theater, Rousseve is still struggling with ways to fuse the two 
elements effectively. 

Unfortunately, anyone who creates in such a style makes his work fair game for criticism both as dance and 
as theater, and Whispers of Angels is something short of fabulous in both realms. 

As choreography, what’s striking about Whispers is how frequently Rousseve requires his dancers’ hands 
and forearms to carry the entire impulse of a movement. A flung-out arm leads the body into a turn; a cupped

As for Robin and Nathan, Portia 
wouldn’t say much, only that she 
hopes no one mentions the word 
sequel to Mr. Heavy-hand Nichols 
and Ms. Freight train May. 

Portia was ecstatic about one 
thing, though, the sight of Gene 
Hackman in drag bumping and 
grinding his way through a disco 
in the film’s denouement. “That’s 
worth the price of the ticket.”

its-heels acting company of losers 
who will work for love of Shake¬ 
speare and room and board. The 
actors include a flamboyant queen, 
John Sessions, who agrees to play 
Gertrude (“I come with my own 
tits”); Richard Briers (Claudius), a 
self-described “grumpy old git” 
who bonds with roommate Ses¬ 
sions in a delightfully non-judg- 
mental way; Nicholas Farrel 
(Laertes), a neurotic, politically- 
correct hunk; and other eccentric 
actors who double and triple in 
Hamlet’s 26 speaking parts. 

The women are equally daffy. 
Celia Imre, the hopelessly indeci¬ 
sive designer, comes on to Julia 
Sawalha (“Saffie” from Absolute¬ 
ly Fabulous, in a cruel caricature 
of Helena Bonham Carter, suppos¬ 
edly the “other woman” in the 
Ken and Emma breakup; clearly 
there is more here than meets the 


eye). Sawalha is the nearsighted, 
pratfalling Ophelia. Ab Fab’s Jen¬ 
nifer Saunders makes an appear¬ 
ance late in the film as a bitchy 
Hollywood agent (complete with 
terrible Texas accent) and, to add a 
drop of normality, Joe’s sister 
(Hetta Chamley) helps the troupe 
through its multiple crises. 

If you demand emotional angst 
unadorned with irony or a sweet, 
romantic payoff, it is possible to 
sneer at this uncomplicated valen¬ 
tine to live theater. But why be 
negative? Watching superior 
British actors pretend to bumble 
through Shakespeare while also 
playing touching domestic drama 
kept the moviegoers around me 
snuffling into their Kleenex — 
when they weren’t falling on the 
floor laughing. T 

A Midwinter's Tale is playing 
at the Embarcadero Cinema. 
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ter’s Tale, is sentimental, unsuc¬ 
cessful, biographical. What you 
haven’t read, at least in the 
straight press, is that it is a warm¬ 
ly comic tale of the theater with a 
gay sensibility as big as its heart, 
and a ton of sophisticated laughs. 

A low-budget affair, filmed in 
black and white (no, Branagh was¬ 
n’t imitating Woody Allen, as 
some have claimed; he paid for the 
picture himself, hence the under 
$1 million budget), with a cast of 
mostly unknown British stage ac¬ 
tors, this engaging romantic come¬ 
dy is obviously a mea culpa for the 
execrable Mary Shelley’s Franken¬ 
stein, a box-office flop in which 
Branagh tried to out-gross Ameri¬ 
can filmmakers with a vile stew of 
amniotic and other bodily fluids. 
(At the same time, Branagh’s now 
ex-wife Emma Thompson was 
doubling the guck quota in the 
numbingly awful Junior, you can 
draw your own conclusions about 
the relationship of onscreen ick to 
a collapsing marriage.) 

Branagh both wrote — and 
he’s a knowing purveyor of 
campy insults — and directed A 
Midwinter’s Tale, but he doesn’t 
appear in it. Wise choice, as his 
screen persona at the best of times 
tends toward the epicene, and 
Midwinter is already loaded with 
characters teetering on the edge of 
gender confusion. A handsome 
young actor with flowing locks, a 
sort of Ralph Fiennes with a sense 
of humor, named Michael Mal¬ 
oney plays Joe Harper, a strug¬ 
gling actor who has just lost his 
girlfriend and a three-picture Hol¬ 
lywood deal. He decides to 
cleanse his artistic soul by pro¬ 
ducing Hamlet in a small village 
church. 

Circumscribed by no funds ex¬ 
cept for a small loan from his hard¬ 
bitten agent (Joan Collins, looking 


T here are times when the 
world appears to be 
truly irrational. How 
else could one explain 
why one of the great young, 
dramatic sopranos in the world 
today, Elizabeth Meyer-Top- 
S0e, made her American debut 
not in San Francisco, where 
she should have been singing, 
but in Carmel, with the Mon¬ 
terey County Symphony? 

Her performance of Richard 
Strauss’ “Four Last 
(plus “Morgen” as an encore) 
last week at the Sunset Theater 
was well worth the trip, 
has a rich, creamy voice of as¬ 
tonishing evenness and real 
presence. A true musician, she 
molded Strauss’ long vocal 
phrases superbly, filling them 
with both genuine emotion and 
ravishing sound. 

Listening to this outstand¬ 
ing Danish soprano’s voice 
was like being swathed in rich 
velvet. It’s a voice San Francis¬ 
co needs to hear in roles like 
Strauss’ Ariadne or the 
Maschallin, like Wagner’s 
Elsa, Elisabeth, and perhaps 
Sieglinde. There are very few 
true young, dramatic sopranos 
around today. Meyer-Topspe is 
not only the genuine article, 
she’s an artist of the caliber of 
a Tiana Lemnitz or a Maria 
Reining. One can only pray she 
will return soon and often — to 
San Francisco, next time. ▼

g g. here is no spectacle in jour¬ 
nalism as disheartening as 
watching the critical press 
lH dismantle an artist it unre¬ 
alistically built up in the first 
place. You don’t have to like a sin¬ 
gle line of Quentin Tarantino’s 
smug pulp fiction to feel sorry for 
the way the press overpraised and 
is now savaging him. It’s self-ha¬ 


tred, of course, and makes the old 
saw “Those who can’t do, criti¬ 
cize” seem uncomfortably apt. 

In the case of Tarantino, only 
his pride is being hurt, since he 
has contributed virtually nothing 
wholesome to the world of cine¬ 
ma, but in the case of Kenneth 
Branagh, it is the moviegoing 
public that is harmed by critical 
myopia. You’ve probably read that 
Branagh’s new film, A Midwin¬ 
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by Robert Julian 

W hen Playgirl maga¬ 
zine’s 1992 Centerfold 
of the Year, Dirk 
Shafer, set out to make 
his first feature-length film, he 
turned the camera on himself. As 
writer, director, and star of Man of 
the Year, Shafer tells the story of 
his very uncomfortable year pre¬ 
tending to be straight for the sake 
of Playgirl. The format Shafer 
chooses is that of a mock docu¬ 
mentary. In doing so, Shafer loses 
the credibility of a real documen¬ 
tary and sacrifices the opportunity 
for satire that a fictional story 
might bring. The result — neither 
fish nor fowl — both frustrates 
and disappoints. 

The Oklahoma-born Shafer is 
not quite the studly hunk one 
might expect. He has good teeth, a 
sensational body, and bad skin. 
Though not a great beauty, he has 
the kind of face a camera loves. 
He portrays himself as a rather in¬ 
secure Midwestern boy, star- 
struck from an early age. While 
Shafer is working in LA as a ball¬ 
room dance instructor and person¬ 
al trainer, his best friend Vivian 
Paxton (played by herself) gets a 
buddy, Pledge (Bill Brochtrup), to 
send Playgirl a snapshot of 
Shafer. The photo leads to a cen¬ 
terfold layout and then to Shafer’s 
stint as Centerfold of the Year. 
Shafer’s lover, architect Mike 
Miller (Michael Omstein), is not 
amused, but agrees to go along 
with Shafer’s decision to play it 
straight for the sake of his career. 

Using real television footage, 
mock interviews, and scripted 
scenes, writer/filmmaker Shafer 
tells his story in a visual style that 
closely approximates that of a 
documentary. Stephen Timber- 
lake’s photography serves the film 
well in its docu-style. But the 
most compelling scenes are those 
lifted from real television gigs — 
especially Shafer and Paxton’s 
early stint as competitors on 
Dance Fever (they lost). These 
scenes, and Shafer’s charming 
persona, draw the viewer into the 
story. But the mock interviews 
are, more often than not, cloying, 
self-conscious and off-putting. 

Vivian Paxton is pretty much a 
wash-out. She is particularly unbe-

lievable and over the top in the in¬ 
terview segments. Her failure, as 
well as that of the actresses por¬ 
traying Playgirl staff members, is 
the fault of Shafer’s approach, not 
lack of talent. The New Yorkers, in 
particular, are written and directed 
like cartoon characters, not real in- 


mance, however, Rhonda Dotson 
as Lady LaFlame, an exotic 
dancer who develops a pathologi¬ 
cal crush on the centerfold. Here, 
Shafer produces some of his best 
dialogue, and Dotson makes 
LaFlame spark with her honky- 
tonk Southern accent and a per-

dividuals. And late in the film, the 
AIDS diagnosis of Shafer’s friend 
Pledge feels manipulative and gra¬ 
tuitous, a plot device thrown in 
solely to motivate the leading 
man’s emotional catharsis. 

Spinal Tap, the faux documen¬ 
tary of a rock group on tour, 
worked because of the smart, iron¬ 
ic sensibility the writers and per¬ 
formers brought to their task. But 
Shafer’s need to be taken serious¬ 
ly torpedoes this opportunity in 
Man of the Year. He makes buf¬ 
foons of others while presenting 
himself as a naive and well-in¬ 
tended innocent. 

There is one bravura perfor- 


sonality that is equal parts Anna 
Nicole Smith and Martha 
Mitchell. 

Man of the Year does provide 
some interesting anecdotal refer¬ 
ences to the dilemma of one who 
“passes.” And because Shafer 
seems such a likable guy, the film 
may score points for tolerance 
among viewers who arrive at the 
theater with very little understand¬ 
ing of gay people’s lives. But the 
tremendous potential of this story 


remains largely unfulfilled. Docu¬ 
mentary fans will feel cheated; 
devotees of camp will be disap¬ 
pointed; and the trenchcoat crowd 
will do better at the Campus The¬ 
ater — Man of the Year has rela¬ 
tively little beefcake and no dick. 
Sic transit gloria mundi. ▼

Modest Moves

figlg he San Francisco Ballet 
^ opened its 1996 subscrip- 
tion season last week at the 
iS Yerba Buena Center for the 

Arts. The good news is that pa¬ 
trons eager to ogle the dancers up 
close are in heaven in the 700-seat 
theater. The bad news is that the 
Opera House, now being seismi- 
cally-retrofitted, seats 3,200; even 
with extra performances, that’s a 
loss of 2,500 tickets per perfor¬ 
mance. In mid-March, this first 
program is repeated seven times at 
the Palace of Fine Arts in the Ma¬ 
rina; it’s definitely worth your at¬ 
tention. 

The news of the night was the 
San Francisco premiere of artistic 
director Helgi Tomasson’s Tuning 
Game, first seen on San Francisco 
Ballet’s New York tour last No¬ 
vember. It is neither as repellently 
Bolshoi as some critics com¬ 
plained — actually, it’s not very 
Bolshoi at all; try the po-po lifts 
from Michael Smuin’s Romeo & 


Juliet if you are looking for silly 
sex —- nor as musical as others 
claimed. John Corigliano’s acidu- 
lent Oboe Concerto yields one 
great musical joke — the cacoph¬ 
onous “tuning” of the title — and 
a wildly rhythmic Moroccan 
dance finale. Otherwise, it is just 
more jittery modem music, basi¬ 
cally unsuited to dance, and 
sounding even weaker on a pro¬ 
gram that also features Stravinsky 
and Shostakovich. 

Insidious pigeon-holing ac¬ 
companies complaints of “Sovieti- 
zation” and the argument that Tun¬ 
ing Game finds Tomasson trying 
to escape his classical roots. There 
is nothing more strenuous or awk¬ 
ward in this piece than in his Joan 
of Arc ballet or in last season’s 
Sonata. Tomasson’s biggest mis¬ 
calculation, to my eyes, is an odd 
take on balletic sexual relations. 
When Odette kept her back to 
Siegfried through most of the pas 
de deux that Tomasson choreo¬ 
graphed for Swan Lake, it made 
psychological sense. He had just

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betrayed her and she was reluctant 
to forgive him. 

Yet in Sonata and Tuning 
Game, both choreographed for 
Elizabeth Loscavio and Yuri Pos¬ 
sokhov, now the company’s main 
romantic duo, I don’t understand 
the reluctance of the choreograph¬ 
er to encourage face-to-face con¬ 
frontations; in this peculiar “rear 
entry” style, the guy is perpetually 
hovering behind his beloved. That 
is also the standard classical posi¬ 
tion for a male dancer in deference 
to his ballerina, so perhaps Tomas¬ 
son can’t give it up even in more 
modem encounters, but it isn’t 
very sexy. It’s not even very kinky. 

This pas de deux occupies the 
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third movement of the Corigliano, 
and is watchable, especially with 
these dancers, though Possokhov 
still “emotes” too much for my 
taste. More successful as choreog¬ 
raphy is the first movement, in 
which the orange-clad Loscavio is 
manipulated on high by a small 
corps of men; she clearly enjoys 
dominating them as they scrabble 
and scratch on the floor. (It oc¬ 
curred to me that the inspiration for 
this is not Bolshoism, but the Paul 
Taylor of Cloven Kingdom — only 
without Taylor’s cheeky irony.) 

The second movement is a ci¬ 
pher. A trio for Katita Waldo and 
two boys — with a masculine 
show-off contest in its scherzo 
section — it is not only musically 
flabby, but dressed in horrible 
duds by Martin Pakledinaz, with 
pieces of cloth dripping like moss 
and vomitous pinky-white colors 
at odds with the orange, magenta, 
gold and blue-greens of the other 
costumes. Virtue never looked so 
unappealing. 

Musical and mathematical ge¬ 
nius informs every note of Balan¬ 
chine’s Violin Concerto , set to 
Stravinsky’s eponymous work. It 
has improved all out of recognition 
since last season’s local debut; you 
can assume that ballet mistress 
Bonita Borne has been cracking 
her gold-handled whip. Roy Malan 
gave the solo part a more acidulous 
and dissonant performance than 
necessary, but on stage we were

treated to flawless ensemble work 
and a pas de deux in the second aria 
that demonstrated how easy it is to 
be sexy with subtly stretched bod¬ 
ies — Leslie Young and Jais Zi- 
noun — executing chaste but eroti¬ 
cally-charged steps. If you still 
think Balanchine is dry, watch 
Young flex her foot or Zinoun ges¬ 
ture eloquently with one arm while 
the other is curled protectively 
around his partner’s breast. 

David Bintley’s The Dance 
House has got a bad rep as an 
“AIDS ballet.” Actually, it is a 
German Totentanz (Dance of 
Death) in which the woolly-head¬ 
ed blue aboriginal (David Palmer) 
not only claims his young victims 
— lovers, an entire ballet class, 
etc. — but also suffers himself, to 
the haunting trumpet tunes from 
Shostakovich’s First Piano Con¬ 
certo. Palmer was deeply affecting 
as the death figure, with Tina 
LeBlanc, Joanna Berman and 
Stephen Legate as his principal 
victims. The Dance House would 
look even better if the disfiguring 
costumes by Robert Heindel were 
burned in a symbolic ceremony 
and replaced with something that 
didn’t cripple the dancers’ line. V

Super Sleuth Paretsky 
To Give Lecture 

C ity Arts & Le 
tinues its 
Politics series 
ture by mystery writer 
Sara Paretsky on Wednesday, 

March 6 at 8 p.m. in the Herbst

In 1982, Paretsky, then a 
dle-level manager at an insurance 
company, decided to dump her 
paper-pushing career and begin 
writing mysteries. She had grown 
tired of reading boring novels in 
which the only roles women char¬ 
acters played were punching 
bags, helpless waifs, and sly se- 
ductresses. The lack of believable 
female characters eventually led Paretsky to write Indemnity Only, 
as well as her subsequent six novels featuring female sleuth V.I. 
Warshawski. 

Paretsky’s success has also helped open the door for female 
mystery writers who have similar concerns about the state of the 
art. She is a founding member of “Sisters in Crime,” an organiza¬ 
tion that assists women mystery writers and lobbies for more re¬ 
views of their work and against sadism and misogyny in the mys¬ 
tery genre.

palm pulls the body inward into a 
contraction or outward into a 
lunge; dramatically reaching fin¬ 
gers telegraph changes in direc¬ 
tion or level. The obvious benefit 
of such a style is that it looks en¬ 
ergetic: there’s a lot of activity on 
the plane where the audience’s eye 
is most likely to go. What’s bad 
about this is that it quickly be¬ 
comes, to put it bluntly, boring as 
hell. The body spends a lot of time 
waiting on the arms to do some¬ 
thing, and the dancer’s center is 
dissipated in a forest of busy ex¬ 
tremities. That isn’t the whole of 
Rousseve’s choreography, but it’s 
the heart of it. 

The script — which perform¬ 
ing artists (including Rousseve) 
have taken to calling the “text” be¬ 
cause it gets them off the dramatic 
hook a little — leads Rousseve 
into another set of pitfalls. Framed 
as the reveries of a gay black man 
dying of AIDS “before his time,” 
Whispers takes Rousseve’s hero 
on a “Journey of Remembrance,” 
accompanied along the way by the 
voices of ancestors, the smoky 
lyrics of Nina Simone, and a helli- 
fied gospel-singing angel who 
first appears high above the stage 
on a cherry picker. 

A tableau of slaves bent to their 
task in a cotton field begins the 
tale of the narrator’s family histo¬ 
ry — a tale whose shape is re¬ 
vealed in the discursive story¬ 
telling style that Rousseve em¬ 
ployed more effectively in last 
year’s Urban Scenes/Creole 
Dreams. And what a history it is. 
A father’s bitterness blossoms 
when his wife is forced to serve as 
a wet nurse for a white baby while 
his own child cries in hunger; a 
mother scratches out her teenage 
daughter’s eye, hoping to disfig¬ 
ure her so much that the white 
owner of the plantation won’t 
bother deflowering her (that part 
of the story is grafted, one sus¬ 
pects, from Toni Morrison’s 
Beloved). 

Their unhappiness and still¬ 
born dreams pass inexorably to 
Rousseve’s present-day character; 
indeed, they literally run in the*, 
blood (in one provocative mono¬ 
logue, the hero’s father describes 
catching his leg in a cotton gin; as 
his blood pools on the floor he 
imagines that the angry faces of 
his ancestors are reflected in it). 

Rousseve has said in a number 
of interviews since The Whispers 
of Angels premiered at BAM’s 
New Wave Festival in 1995, that 
the piece is in no way autobio¬ 
graphical. Ironically, that may be 
one source of its flaws. Rousseve 
hasn’t created characters in Whis¬ 
pers', he’s created symbols — 
stereotypes, in fact, in the sense 
that they are shorthand for some¬ 
thing Rousseve hasn’t painted 
clearly (a benevolent grandmother 
stands in for African-American 
family matriarchy; an alcoholic 
wife and child-beating father rep¬ 
resent the blighted hopes of gener¬ 
ations of black heterosexual men). 

It isn’t that there isn’t truth in such 
depictions, only that these are 
stock characters and had become 
so at least 10 years ago when 
George C. Wolfe wrote The Col¬ 
ored Museum , in which he lam¬ 
pooned, among other bromides, 
“The Last Mama-on-the-Couch 
Play” ( inWhispers, it’s a rocking 
chair). In other words, if Rous¬ 
seve’s text had been more closely 
based on his own experience, he 
might have come closer to the 
bone. 

Instead, Rousseve turns Whis¬ 
pers into a sentimental, even 
schlocky story of post-mortem re¬ 
demption and reconciliation. If the 
theme of Whispers is that “your 
dreams always come true if you 
believe in them enough,” the catch 
is that you have to wait until 
you’re dead. Grandma finally gets 
the beautiful garden she always 
longed for — but it’s in heaven.

Dad embraces his son at last — 
that’s the protagonist’s lifelong 
dream — but only after they’ve 
both “passed over.” The approach 
is a peculiarly Christian one: the 
idea that life is merely the waiting 
room for the more meaningful ex¬ 
istence that follows. 

As a result, Whispers comes 


off, perhaps unintentionally, as a 
little hopeless. It suggests that the 
only thing the dying have to look 
forward to — and we all fall into 
that category — is death. And if 
that’s what the angels come all the 
way from heaven to whisper, one 
might be excused if he doesn’t lis¬ 
ten carefully. ▼

ated with boisterous, rapid-fire 
laughter: “hah, hah, hah, hah,” 
which is often sincere, sometimes 
only polite.

Callow, 46, is surprisingly 
handsome in person, with a face 





as was Rod, but you take on a lot 
when you take them on. And it 
was dogged by all sorts of misfor¬ 
tune and a small budget. We lost 
one of the actors just before shoot¬ 
ing, but then we got Keith Carra- 
dine, whom I loved. 

You were also in Ace Ventura Pet 
Detective II. How was that? 

Well, it is what it is. It’s a rompy 
kind of vehicle for an extraordi¬ 
nary actor. I’ve grown to admire 
Jim. If he’s to your taste; either 
you like Jim Carey or you don’t. If 
you don’t like him, you won’t like 
it [Ace Ventura] because he goes 
so far down the road! But I admire 
him for that; he’s sort of like a 
bendy toy on acid. He really has a 
bizarre imagination. 

It must be a relief to dive into live 
theater after the tedium of mov¬ 
ing-making. Do you establish the 
ratio between theater and film 
work in your career? Is your life 
planned out to that extent? 

Inevitably a lot of this has to do 
with money. The theatre is just 
preposterously underpaid. I could¬ 
n’t possibly afford to live on my 
directing fees. I’m not boasting 
about it in any way, but I’m very 
lucky to be able to do this. The 
fact is that for the ten weeks of 
preparation for a play, I could earn 
a comparable amount of money in 
a week on a film. It’s all com¬ 
pletely topsy-turvey, but one just 
knows that it’s how it works. 

Let's talk about gay theater and 
what’s happening in London. I've 
only experienced it minimally at 
the Barbican Centre with John 
Osborne’s A Patriot for Me. I was 
sort of horrified actually at its po¬ 
litical incorrectness, and I wonder 
if you see that as symptomatic of 
something. 

Well, Patriot has a tremendous 
reputation in John Osborne’s 
canon for being his dramatic mas¬ 
terpiece, and it’s almost always 
done by gay directors. So it’s not 
like it’s some heterosexual con¬ 
spiracy to show an unattractive 
side of homosexuality. But it’s a 
play from a man who repressed 
his own homosexuality very rigid¬ 
ly at a certain point in his life. 
After having been quite active ho- 
mosexually he just said, “No 
more.” Sir John was incredibly 
virulent about all of that. One did¬ 
n’t take offense really because he 
was just sort of a highly cultured 
street person who ranted in every 
direction, and some of it was won¬ 
derful if he hit the right target. Un¬ 
less, of course, you were the tar¬ 
get. But in 1965 it was quite a sen¬ 
sation because of things like the 
drag ball, for instance, at the 
Royal Court Theatre. To see 
straight actors in drag on stage at 
that time seemed wildly liberat-

I’m surprised. I assumed it was a 
labor of love, something you had 
carried around in your pocket for 
years. 


Well, it was a labor of love but a 
labor of new love, not old love. A 
lot of people also hate it, as we 
discovered when the reviews 
came out. The reviews were on the 
whole very bad, but they were bad 
for her. 


Because the story is so preposter¬ 
ous, which it is, of course, but it’s 
also fascinating. 


Well the story is preposterous. But 
it’s no more preposterous than 
Oedipus Rex, which is on exactly 
the same level. 


Where did you film it? 


Austin, Texas, in the middle of 
Willie Nelson’s ranch, which I 
think has been impounded by the 
IRS. It’s a movie set and there’s a 
whole town there called 
Willieville. It’s a very funny name 
over here. I’m afraid the trailer for 
Free Willy was greeted with 
out-of-control cries of delight in 
the British cinema because of its 
connotations here. 


So how did you feel about the film 
when it was finished? 


To start with a film like that was a 
fantastic risk. I once asked 
Charles Laughton about Night of 
the Hunter. He felt he’d made a 
terrible mistake starting with a 
film like that and said you always 
start with rubbish, you don’t start 
with “art.” He said he’d always 
wished that he’d started with 
something like [Billy Wilder’s] 
The Major and the Minor, which 
isn’t rubbish but it’s just fun, light 
and delightful. It was very diffi¬ 
cult. I had a bad time with the 
cameraman, which is not good for 
the film. To put it mildly I had cast 
two actors who are not pliable tal¬ 
ents ... not humdrum actors. 
Vanessa [Redgrave] was fantastic. 


and a voice bom for the stage. His 
most distinctive feature is that pair 
of voluptuous lips that I noted first 
on Mozart’s actor colleague in 
Amadeus, and later recognized on 
the Reverend Mister Beebe in 
Room With a View. He, and his 
lips, reached an even larger audi¬ 
ence with the hugely successful 
Four Weddings and a Funeral [his 
funeral], in which he played half 
of a gay couple. But his greatest 
love, I was to leam as our conver¬ 
sation progressed, is clearly the 
theater. 

For lunch, Simon ordered a 
salad, which arrived at our table 
slathered in mayonnaise midway 
through our conversation. He sent 
it back. He has been “slimming” 
and last year lost 25 pounds on a 
diet; he hasn’t deviated from it 
since. Happily he did not prosely¬ 
tize as he watched me eat a meal 
of carbohydrates that broke all of 
his rules. 

He is visibly lighter than he 
was in Four Weddings, and attrib¬ 
utes his condition not only to his 
diet but also to his current direct¬ 
ing gig, which he calls an “aerobic 
activity.” This January day, he is 
neatly tucked into a jacket, tie and 
waistcoat, an ensemble of grays 
and browns with just enough tex¬ 
ture to give him away as an 
artiste. 

Our conversation broached, 
among other things, his film The 
Ballad of the Sad Cafe, which has 
developed a kind of cult following 
in the U.S., a role the actor played 
in Ace Ventura, Pet Detective, 
which paid the bills, and the state 
of gay theater in London. Time 
being limited, I was only able to 
scratch the surface of things Cal¬ 
low, forcing me to leave the book 
he’s just published on Orson 
Welles (The Road to Xanadu), a 
forthcoming television movie in

which he’ll play Charles Dickens, 
and Les Enfants as topics for some 
future rendezvous. 

Will Shank: Carson McCullers’ 
The Ballad of the Sad Cafe is one 
of my favorite novellas of all time. 
Thank you for making it into a 
film. It was brave of you to dive 
into a project based on such a 
cerebral work. It must have been 
very difficult. 

Simon Callow: The tone of the 
book is very original. She called it 
“my dark fairy tale.” It is like a 
fairy tale. I initially wanted to 
break the mold completely and 
shoot it in Africa, because it reads 
almost like something an anthro¬ 
pologist might have turned up. 


like some sort of tribal myth that 
we don’t know anything about, a 
mysterious work. And I tried to 
keep that tone, because she never 
explains anything, even her cele¬ 
brated account of how love works. 

Which as I recall you put into the 
mouth of Rod Steiger.

Working Women Theater Festival Turns Two 

Finding a Niche

Mf-Stir. he mission of the Working 
Women Theater Festival, 
now in its second year, is 
1 simple, says Valerie O’Ri- 
ordan, festival co-director and 
publicist: “We give voice to 
women in theater. Judging from 
the interest that has been generat¬ 
ed, it seems needed. There is a real 
lack [of venues] where women 
can come together and produce 
good theater.” 

The foremost aims of the 
Working Women Theater Festival 
are to embrace women on both 
sides of the stage and to provide a 
variety of perspectives on sex, life 
and love. In audience and 
fundraising efforts alone, festival 
organizers go after business¬ 
women for sponsorship, then turn 
around and offer participation in 
the festival to women in shelters 
and halfway houses. “Theater can 
give people hope,” notes O’Rior- 
dan. “Here they can see them¬ 
selves represented on stage.” 

In its brief history, the Working

works. How I Love 
You is queer 
cabaret at its most 
earnest and pure, 
with all the neces¬ 
sary elements: a 
show tune, a show 
queen and a sad love 
story. In addition to 
the singers, the 
record features piano 
accompaniment by 
Leon Ko, who also 
contributed all new 
arrangements. The 
recording quality is 
sound, and the five 
male singers are all 
quite good, though sometimes they 
sound a bit like over-eager chorus 
boys finally getting their chance to 
bask in the diva spotlight. 

As conceived by co-producer 
Joey Mendoza, the album takes 
songs usually sung by women 
from shows old and new and orga¬ 
nizes them into a song cycle fol¬ 
lowing the course of a relationship. 
Things are rosy when the young 
lover sings, “I’ll sing to him, each 
spring to him and worship the 
trousers that cling to him,” from 
“Bewitched, Bothered and Bewil¬ 
dered.” Then, once the affair is full 
blown, the male lovers sing about 
having to hide their love in “We 
Kiss In a Shadow/I Have 
Dreamed,” from Rodgers and 
Hammerstein’s The King and I. 
Always a poignant song, this num¬ 
ber becomes especially powerful 
when sung by two men. 

Bliss continues with “So Many 
People,” from an unproduced 
Sondheim musical, and Pippin’s 
“Love Song,” which gets a long, 
beautiful piano intro followed by a 
tight five-part harmony a cappella 
treatment. Romance starts to get 
practical in the medley “Who Are 
You Now?” from Funny Girl and 
“My Own Space” from Kander 
and Ebb’s The Act. 

Inevitably, the romance hits the 
skids and the album gets even bet¬ 
ter. “Tell Me on a Sunday,” the 
juicy Andrew Lloyd Webber/Don 
Black weeper from Song and 
Dance, is followed by the regret- 
filled duet “I Know Him So Well” 
from Chess. This is the only cut on 
the album that cries out for more 
than a solo piano. When the song 
reaches its emotional climax, the 
piano gets pounded mercilessly, 
the singers attempt full-throttle 
emotion and the whole thing 
sounds silly. 

Cole Porter’s “It’s Alright With 
Me” indicates that the pain is still 
fresh, but we’re moving on to new 
faces. Then Jerry Herman’s “Time 
Heals Everything” comes along to 
pour some salt in the wound 
(“Time heals everything but lov¬ 
ing you.”). “On My Own” from 
Les Miserables and “I Still Be¬ 
lieve” from Miss Saigon, though 
badly arranged, are fervently sung 
and keep the torch held high. 

The cycle doesn’t come full 
circle, as it ends in Carousel’s “If 
I Loved You” combined with 
“Loving You” from Sondheim’s 
latest opus. Passion. While the 
former is a beautiful moment of 
musical supposition, the latter is a 
piece of psychotic co-dependency. 
This love song cycle ends in a 
dark place as the lyric “Loving 
you is not a choice, it’s who I am 
... You are why I live,” lingers in 
heartbroken misery. Ah, the joys 
of show music. ▼

What would you like to see? 

You know what I would really like 
to do? A gay Anthony and Cleopa¬ 
tra; wouldn’t that be great? With 
Ian McKellan, maybe. 

You and Sir lan became fairly no¬ 
torious at the time of Clause 28 
[pending legislation that would 
have restricted the civil rights of 
lesbians and gay men in the Unit¬ 
ed Kingdom circa 1990]. 

Well, it was Ian more than me. 
He’s a much more public per¬ 
former than I am. My claim to 
fame was that I was the first es¬ 
tablished actor not to be “found 
out “ as it were, but to come out.

You were more of a character 
actor.

I did a play 
of Larry Kramer’s a few years 
ago, but it was of a genre I’d 
rather avoid on the whole as a gay 
actor and director; which is to say 
it’s about the anguish of being 

gay- 

I recently saw Marcus d’Amico 
on stage in Lord Byron’s Cain. 

He has also played two of the 
great gay parts in Tales of the 
City and Angels in America. 7 
wanted to interview him, but the 
Royal Shakespeare Company’s 
press office tells me he’s inter¬ 
viewed out. Of course, Marcus is 
a huge icon in San Francisco be¬ 
cause of having played Michael 
Tolliver. It was hard to believe 
that his most famous roles don’t 
reflect his own lifestyle. . 

Apparently not. 

Or so the press office says. 

So Marcus says! 

He’s an icon in San Francisco, for 
obvious reasons. Do you know 
San Francisco? 

I first went there in 1980.1 worked 
on the campus at Berkeley and 
performed there as part of an 
Anglo-American summer school. 

I taught, directed and acted. Just 
for a fortnight: halcyon days. I go 
back regularly, but always for 
short stays. I’ve recently been 
back because I’ve been involved 
in making a cartoon for Disney 
called James and the Giant Peach, 
in which I am one of the voices. 
So I found myself there about 
three months ago. 

You did the recording in San Fran¬ 
cisco? 

All over the place. Sometimes 
here, sometimes New York. Once 
memorably I even recorded a bit 
over the telephone.... San Francis¬ 
co is physically such a rapturous 
place.

time I went to the garlic restau¬ 
rant. 

The Stinking Rose on Columbus

institution. It grabs you by the 
ears and doesn’t let you go for two 
hours. 

Quite right. And then there’s the 
Castro, where just the ease and ac¬ 
ceptance of the gay life is so re¬ 
laxing. It used to be true of 
Christopher Street, and perhaps it 
still is, but there’s nowhere quite 
like the Castro. 

London’s is a strange gay scene. 
You have Old Compton Street, 
which seems so completely ghet¬ 
toized. 

It all just 
sort of sprang up overnight about 
five years ago. Soho was absolute¬ 
ly a dreadful area. It had really lost 
all of its character and charm. 
From time immemorial, it was just 
sex shops, heterosexual shops ... a 
red light district really. There have 
always been gay baths, bars, dis¬ 
cos all around the place, but first 
there was one bar, Compton’s, 
then business really boomed there, 
and now Old Compton Street is 
sort of exhausting. All constricted 
to one little patch. It’s so different 
from the Castro. You are lucky to 
live in San Francisco. 

Indeed I am. ▼

I Confess 


Lady God by Lesa Luders; New 
Victoria, $9.95 

by Deborah Peifer 

L et me start with a confes¬ 
sion. I had a copy of Lady 
God around my house for 
several weeks before I 
read it. Every time I picked it up, I 
would read the synopsis on the 
back and think “not for me.” Yes, 
it’s true. I admit it. I judged a book 
by its cover. I’m so ashamed, and 
I know I can only make up for my 
mistake by urging you not to do 
the same. Lady God is an extraor¬ 
dinary novel, one I can easily 
imagine rereading with pleasure 
for years to come. 

Landy lives in a fantastic world 
with a mother who can charm 
bears, tell stories, and do every¬ 
thing except stay alive. After her 
mother’s suicide, Landy is forced 
to live with her alcoholic father 
and a younger brother who needs 
more help and protection than 
Landy can offer. When she de¬ 
cides to leave home and seek her 
own life, Landy is forced to con¬ 
front the demons of her past, to 
recognize that coping skills that 



worked for her as a 
child are destroying 
her as an adult. 

But there is so 
much more to this 
novel than the bare 
iteration of plot sug¬ 
gests. Lesa Luders 
creates remarkable 
characters in both 
astonishing and or¬ 
dinary situations. 

The structure of 
the novel is equal¬ 
ly compelling as 
the narrative 
moves from 
Landy’s present 
to her mother’s 
past to Landy’s 
future. Luders 
has a sure hand 
with the plot, 
so the reader is 
never lost in 
the complexi¬ 
ty. Lady God 
will make 
you laugh 
and cry and think 
about your own life in new ways.
